Wednesday, Sept. 26, 1900. 3 
THis being the day appointed by the Constitution of the 
Protestant Episcopal Church in the Diocese of New York for the 
meeting of the Annual Convention, a number of the clergy and 
laity assembled for divine service, at 10 o’clock in the morning, at 
the Church of the Incarnation in the city of New York, the place 

appointed by the Bishop for the purpose. 


The Right Reverend the Bishop ef the Diocese delivered his 
Triennial Charge, on “‘ The Teaching Office of the Church.” 


The Holy Communion was celebrated by the Bishop, assisted 
by the Bishop of Western Texas ; Archdeacon Downer of Kingston, 
Jamaica; the Rev. W. R. Thomas, D.D., Archdeacon of Orange ; 
the Rev. Frederick B. VanKleeck, D.D., Archdeacon of West- 
chester ; the Rev. C. C. Tiffany, D.D., Archdeacon of New York ; 
the Rev. Prescott Evarts, Archdeacon of Dutchess; the Rev. Thomas 
R. Harris, D.D., Secretary of the Convention, and the Rey. Thomas 
F. Davies, Jr., Assistant Minister of the Church of the Incarnation, 
New York. 


The Bishop of the Diocese took the chair, and called the Con- 
vention to order. 


The Secretary called the roll of the Clergy entitled to seats,

DIOCESAN CONVENTION OF NEW YORK FOR THE 
YEAR ENDING SEPTEMBER. 25, 1900. 


The following is a list of the various Trusts: 

Diocesan House, 29 Lafayette Place, and an endowment Fund of $50,000, 
the income of which is to be expended for its support and maintenance. The 
real estate is leased to the Bishop and the entire income paid to him. 

Land, Church Building, Rectory, Parish House, and Schoo! House at Highty- 
ninth Street and Madison Avenue, leased to the Church of the Beloved Disciple. 
Endowment Fund and securities of the par value of $186,478.92, the income of 
which is to be applied to the maintenance and preservation of the church and 
its work, but no income shall be expended for alterations to the church or for 
a Mission Church.

The term of office of two of the Trustees, Henry Lewis Morris and Ed- 
mund L. Baylies, will expire October,1, 1900, and two persons should be elected 
by the Convention for theterm of four years to succeed them. 

The Treasurer’s Report, submitted herewith, shows in his charge securi- 
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ties and cash of the estimated value of Five hundred and seventy- one thousand 
one hundred and fifty-two dollars and twenty cents. 

Income received and paid out, Twenty-five thousand two hundred and 
sixty-five dollars and eighty-three cents.

The Trustees call the attention of the Convention to the necessitous cir- 
cumstances of the Widows and Orphans’ Fund. The cash in Principal Account 
is exhausted. In Income Account the sum of $85.20 remains. The only 
present resource is $11,000 invested in bond and mortgage. The beneficiaries 
are on three-quarters allowance. Even on this basis, $2,100 will be required 
to pay the forty-six beneficiaries their quarterly stipends due next month. 
The Trustees need $10,000 a year for this fund in contributions from churches, 
as provided by Canon. Only $5,359 came in last year from 105 churches, no 
returns having been received from the other churches or chapels (in number 
about 95). 

The Trustees will again make special appeal to every parish for the 
Widows and Orphans’ Fund in November, the Canon prescribing that a collec- 
tion shall be made annually in every congregation, Thanksgiving Day or 
Christmas Day, or on the Sunday next before or next following either of those 
days.

York City Mission Society, presented the following report : 


Report 


OF THE NEW YORK PROTESTANT EPISCOPAL CITY MISSION 
SOCIETY FOR THE YEAR ENDING SEPTEMBER 15, 1900. 


In presenting its sixty-ninth annual report the City Mission Society wishes. 
first of all to express its thankfulness for the generous help which has pros- 
pered its labors. During the past year our staff of workers has included twenty 
Clergymen, one Deaconess, five Lay Readers, and a large corps of teachers. 
Our Missionaries have been on duty in seven Chapels—including the Chapel of 
Christ the Consoler, Bellevue Hospital, and the Chapel of the Good Shepherd, 
Almshouse—three Mission Houses, fifteen hospitals, seven asylums, and ten 
prisons, besides the House of Refuge for Juvenile Delinquents and the House 
of Detention for Witnesses. They have celebrated the Holy Communion 497 
times in public and 156 times in private ; baptized 264 children and 31 adults ; 
presented 262 persons for Confirmation, including 40 at the Chapel of the Good 
Shepherd, Almshouse, and 111 at two Confirmations at the House of Refuge ; 
solemnized 41 marriages and officiated at 207 funerals. They have made 
99,182 visits ; distributed 46,333 books and 115,947 periodicals. The aggre- 
gate number of Church Services has been 3,569 and the aggregate of atten- 
dances 226,982, the number of attendances varying from 14,000 to 24,000 a. 
month. The aggregate of attendances in the Sunday-schools has been 1,676 
teachers and 31,904 scholars—the monthly aggregate of attendance of teachers 
being from 84 in summer to 205 at other seasons, and the monthly aggregate 
of attendance of scholars being from 643 in summer to 4,336 in other months.

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We are’ gratefully indebted to the Rev. Dr. George William Douglas, of 
Grace Parish, and to the Rev. Dr. James 8. Mellvaine for their valued help 
for some months in presenting the cause of the City Mission to congre- 
gations, and we hope that the Rectors and Vicars of our city churches and 
chapels will continue to favor the Society’s large and urgent work by arrang~ 
ing for an offering in its behalf at some Sunday service, and by giving our 
Missionary at the same time an opportunity to make the Society’s annual 
appeal, 

At. St. Barnabas’ House—the largest and the oldest of our Mission Houses 
—1,472 homeless women and children have been sheltered for periods of time 
varying from a day toa month. The lowest number of beneficiaries under its 
roof in any one month was 91 and the highest number was 142. The number 
of meals furnished, including those sent to the Day Nursery at God’s Provi- 
dence Mission, amounted to 122,997. Though this Mission House costs the 
Society $10,000 a year, no one who knows anything of the excellence of its 
management and usefulness can doubt that it is a wise as well as a merciful 
expenditure. The House is fortunate not only in having a Matron who is a 
Deaconess of most admirable fitness in every way for her important post, but 
in having also an Advisory Board of ladies of Grace Church, who, under the 
presidency of Mrs. George 8. Bowdoin, have generously volunteered their 
services, 

God’s Providence Mission has well maintained its reputation for busy 
benevolence. Indeed, it is, as it has long been, so thronging with charitable 
activities from day to day that any increase of its work would seem to necessi- 
tate an addition to the building, which is already spacious and well adapted to 
its uses. The Day Nursery, Kindergarten, Industrial School, Cooking School, 
Girls’ Friendly Society, Boys’ and Girls’ Guilds, Reading Room, Circulating 
Library, etc., have been the principal features of the Mission House on week 
days ; and it is a specially interesting fact that the Sunday-school and Sunday 
services in the Chapel under the same roof are attended principally by young 
people of Jewish parentage. The number of children at the Day Nursery has. 
varied from sixty to eighty aday. The daily attendance at the Kindergarten 
has usually been about seventy, and Miss Duncan, whose thorough work is. 
worthy of unreserved praise, has achieved results which are gratifying to all 
who are interested in the little ones under her care. The Industrial School, 
under the excellent management of Mrs. Foster, numbers 260 teachers and 
scholars. 

We are glad to report continued progress at the Chapel of the Messiah. 
On the evening of May 20th the Minister-in-charge presented to the Bishop of 
the Diocese 65 candidates for Confirmation, including 4 from the Home for 
Colored Men and Women. This Chapel is situated in a new but thickly popu- 
lated tenement district, and has noble opportunities. At present, however, 
the only room it has, except among the pews, for schools and guild meetings, 
is in a basement, where light and air are always defective. The Sunday- 
school now numbers about five hundred, and the present accommodations are 
insufficient. The Chapel greatly needs a Mission House. Here is an oppor- 
tunity for a Memorial building that shall stand like a beacon on a stermy 
coast. Here is an opportunity to reach and touch multitudes of groping and 
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tempted youth with the light of wisdom and courage. Who is able and will- 
ing to respond to it? 

On the evening of May 24th twenty-two candidates were confirmed at St. 
Ambrose’s Church. One of the two clergymen assigned to duty at this Mis- 
sion has lived during the past year in the Parish House adjoining the Church, 
and he has thus been enabled to give more attention to the schools and other 
organizations, and to keep also in closer contact with tenement dwellers of the 
neighborhood. As is well known, most of the families close by are Italian. 
We have recently completed arrangements to minister to them in their own 
tongue, and accordingly services in Italian will soon be inaugurated at St. 
Ambrose’s in addition to those which we now have in English and German. 

Our Italian Missien, called the Church of San Salvatore, has continued in 
a temporary place of worship at No. 40 Bleecker Street since the church edi- 
fice in Mulberry Street wis removed on account of the opening of a new 
street. The congregation is principally composed of men, and it has held 
together notwithstanding the inconvenience of the present accommodations. 
The Men’s Club—a provident association—numbers seventy, and has a goodly 
balance in the savings bank. The Sunday-school, Industrial School, Tre 
Terese’s Club, Guild of Santa Filomena, etc., are gratifying evidences of this 
Mission’s usefulness and of the debt it especially owes to Mrs. Bowdoin, Mrs. 
Bowker, Miss Newbold, Miss Edgar, and Miss Acritelli for the conspicuous 
constancy of their interest and codperation. ‘lwenty-four candidates were 
confirmed on the evening of May 17th. It is hoped that the Special Commit- 
tee recently appointed to consider the question of choosing a site for the new 
Church will soon report, and that work on the edifice will soon begin. 

The death of the Rev. Alberto Pace on January 27th was a great loss to 
the Italian Mission. He had been the Minister-in-charge of it for twelve 
years. He was a man of faith and good works. Though long before the end 
he had been told by high medical authority that he had incurable heart 
disease, he continued his active ministry till within two weeks of his death ; 
and the memory of his e!oquence and sympathy is all the more treasured 
by his bereaved flock because they knew something of what it cost him to 
continue on duty while his heart strings were warning bim that they were 
ready at any moment to snap asunder. 

Among the past year’s new enterprises of the City Mission, we desire to 
mention the new Reading Room at 625 West 42d Street. A young lady of an 
up-town parish having generously offered to pay the rent, we opened this 
new free reading room last winter on the ground floor of a tenement house, 
formerly occupied as a drinking saloon, and the daily attendance on week-day 
evenings has been from fifteen to forty. 

The contributions to our Fresh Air Fund were more than ever liberal, and 
we were more than ever sensible, Jast summer, of the value of such a fund in 
view of the extraordinary heat which for much of the season oppressed the 
city, and laid its heaviest burden upon children of poverty. 

Rethmore Hom2—the cottage at Tenafly which Mrs. J. Hull Browning 
most kindly supports for us—was again the scene of rare comfort and content- 
ment for a hundred and fifty children sent there in parties of twenty-five at a 
time for a two weeks’ sojourn. Two hundred and thirty-seven beneficiaries 
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were sheltered at North Mountain Home near Haines Falls, mostly for a week 
and a half, and we are glad to report not only that the rent was inexpensive 
and the railroad fare greatly reduced, but that special sums amounting to 
$269.67 were received in aid of the Home from sympathetic friends in the 
neighborhood, chiefly in Onteora Park and Twilight Park. Twenty-five young 
men were sent to the House of St. John the Divine, Tomkins Cove, for two 
weeks ; two hundred children to Life-Farm for the same length of time on 
the generous invitation of the managers ; and many were sent to Priory Farm 
and other places in the country. Fifty-three hundred excursionists were sent 
by steamer and barge to groves on the Sound. 

The thought of the Fresh Air Fund not inaptly suggests that large num- 
ber of persons to whom summer and winter are alike, so far as liberty of 
action is concerned. However oppressive the summer’s heat, multitudes of 
men and women are languishing behind the bars of our prisons with no friend 
to lead them forth to green fields or breezy shores. We rejoice, however, 
that they are not neglected on the spiritual side even in summer, and we may 
well believe that not infrequently their spiritual lungs take deeper and 
sweeter draughts of hope and good resolve just because the faithful Mis- 
sionary speaks to them his heavenly message. Many proofs of the practical 
value of the City Mission’s work in prisons, as well as out of prisons, come to 
us from time to time in many ways and cause us to thank God and take 
courage. Not long ago one of our chaplains received from a prisoner a letter 
of which the following is an extract : 

‘* 1] know that Iam a sinner, and I want God to save me from sin. If it 
was not for sin I would not be in this prison cell today. Some day I hope 
that I will be free by the help of God. Someday! So all I ask of you is to 
please pray for me. I know that my dear mother is praying for me at her home 
that was once my home till I went the wrong way. Please pray for me.” 

Those of us who are trying to carry the Gospel to prisoners or to those 
other multitudes whose home is the garret, or the hospital, or the almshouse, 
can never forget what a friend we lost when the summons came to the late 
Professor Egleston to step up higher. Although he had recently resigned his 
place as a member of our Executive Committee, his love still bound him to 
its aims and endeavors. 

Like the treasures of his learning, the treasures of his sympathy rejoiced 
to find expression; and for many years they freely poured themselves into 
every channel of the City Mission’s active life. May such a spirit stir in the 
hearts and hands of all those to whom works of mercy look for support !

The Rev. Walter A. A. Gardner presented the following report : 


Weport 


OF THE PROTESTANT EPISCOPAL CHURCH MISSIONARY SOCIETY 
FOR SEAMEN IN THE CITY AND PORT OF NEW YORK. 


In presenting their report this year the Board of Managers are encour- 
aged by much that has transpired looking to the advancement and opening up 
of the Society’s work. ‘The men are coming to us. They are realizing that 
we are their friends, and accordingly are showing a grateful appreciation of 
the efforts being made in their behalf. The more this spirit spreads, the more 
will the Society be able to accomplish Naturally the sailor is seriously 
affected by legislation, and during the past year a big stride has been made to- 
ward bettering his condition. Two acts have been passed by Congress and 
have gone into effect, so that now he cannot be imprisoned for desertion in 
home ports; and for desertion in foreign ports the duration of imprisonment 
cannot exceed one month, and even this is left discretionary with the courts. 
All forms of corporal punishment on shipboard have been prohibited under 
severe penalties. The law gives him enlarged space, a warm and ventilated 
room, and a more sanitary schedule of provisions. ‘‘ Blood money ”’ for ship- 
ment of seamen is forbidden. Moreover, all masters and mates of steam ves- 
sels, and of all sailing vessels of over 700 tons burden, are required to take out 
a license, after examination as to capacity, character, and conduct, which license 
is revocable on satisfactory evidence of bad conduct and violation of law. It 
is apparent that these new provisions should, by restraining and eliminating 
brutal officers, greatly reduce the cruelty and terrorism heretofore practised 
upon seamen. 

The codperation of societies for aiding seamen in New York, which still 
continues, has been followed by a national conference held by similar societies 
in Boston during three days in October last. Delegates from the Atlantic 
seaports, from Nova Scotia to New Orleans, and from the Lakes, attended. 
Our Society was represented by two delegates, methods of work were compared, 
results reported, and eloquent and effective addresses were made by Bishop 
Lawrence, President Eliot of Harvard and Rev. Dr. Gordon of the old South 
Church, and other eminent men, thus greatly stimulating the interest in be- 
half of seamen. : 

The conference appointed an international committee to extend the work 
of seamen’s aid to other ports and to promote the establishment of officers for 
legal aid to seamen like that promoted by our Board during the current year 
in New York. The result of this ‘‘legal aid” movement is so extraordinary 
as to call for special mention. Uniting with other societies, our Board has 
contributed to the support of a competent attorney who gives his entire time 
to investigating the complaints of common seamen, and in redressing their — 
wrongs by collecting claims for arrears of wages unlawfully withheld, and in 
prosecuting in courts of law their persecutors and the land sharks who prey 
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upon them while waiting and seeking foremployment. Over seven thousand 
dollars of arrears of wages have been collected by this legal aid office, and 
hundreds of robberies and personal assaults have been prosecuted and the offen- 
ders punished by the courts. The enactment of humane laws is important, 
but they can only be made effective by their enforcement. To promote such 
enforcement, we have obtained the appointment of a special police officer 
whose entire time is to be given to the protection of seamen at the time and 
place of payment, shipment, and discharge, where they are most exposed to 
outrage, robbery, and abuse. And in order to shield seamen from acts of 
violence at sea, growing out of their ignorance and inefficiency, we have estab- 
lished schools for practical seamanship and for navigation, which have been 
enthusiastically recognized by the class of men whose interests we are organ- 
ized to advance, 

The death of Mr. Vanderbilt deprives our Society of one of its most de- 
voted and zealous supporters. He well deserved these words of kindly appre- 
ciation contained in the resolution passed by our Board: ‘‘ For twenty-six 
years past Mr. Vanderbilt has been a faithful friend and earnest co-worker in 
the care and in the management of this Society for the benefit of seamen. He 
never lost an opportunity to give to it his personal attention with a modest, 
kindly Christian spirit, and in recording this slight tribute of respect and love 
to his memory, the Board of Managers of the Society desire to mark his con- 
nection with their work as a bright example of a true, practical American 
gentleman, striving always to do his duty in the service of our Lord.” 

For several years past our income has fallen so far short of our necessary 
expenses as to create a deficiency so large that it threatened very seriously to 
cripple our future usefulness. Fortunately this strained state of affairs has 
been somewhat relieved by a generous legacy under the will of Charles H. 
Contoit. Still, the needs of our Society are pressing and our funds very in- 
_ adequate, as will be seen by a glance at the Treasurer’s statement. 

It is hoped that the churches, upon which we mainly depend for support, 
will realize this fact and make their contributions more liberal. The growth 
of our foreign trade, extending now far beyond its former limits, will natu- 
rally demand an extension of our shipping interests. If more sailors are to be 
ministered to and protected, we must have more money for the work. 

A careful examination of the reports of our Chaplains for the past year 
will show how very encouraging have been the results of our efforts, and we 
trust will so commend the interests of our Society to the friends of the seamen 
as to insure us the means wherewith to go on and do very much more.

The Rey. Dr. Cole presented the following report : 
Weport 


OF .ST. STEPHEN’S COLLEGE TO THE CONVENTION OF THE 
DIOCESE OF NEW YORK, SEPTEMBER, 1900. 


The past year has been one of many and radical changes, but, we believe, 
of improved efficiency and increased prosperity for the College. Since our 
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last report to the Convention the Trustees have decided to abolish the pre- 
paratory course heretofore connected with the College as soon as the students 
already entered shall have completed their course. Although this does away 
this fall with the class that has usually been one of the Jargest in the institu- 
tion, the number of students entering at the beginning of this year shows a 
considerable increase over that of last year, and men are already entering for 
next year. The Trustees have also withdrawn the ‘‘ special course ” for candi- 
dates for Holy Orders, and in its place merely offer an opportunity for men who 
are older than the ordinary college student to elect whatever subjects in the 
college curriculum they need to complete their preparation for technical work. 

In the College proper several important changes have been made. ‘The 
number of lectures in chemistry has been doubled, and the kind interest of 
Mr. John Jacob Astor has enabled us to enlarge and refit our laboratory and 
to offer experimental work in chemistry adequate to the purposes of the course. 
A department of oratory has been established, and well-organized and efficient 
work is done in that subject by all the classes in the College The work of 
the department of philosophy has been extended and deepened, and more 
mature methods introduced. The courses in English and history are to be 
greatly improved in both scope and method during the coming year. . 

Dr. John C. Robertson has been obliged by ill-health to take a year’s leave 
of absence, and his work in the department of Greek is carried on this year by 
Acting Prof. Herbert B. Foster, a graduate of Harvard and a Doctor of Phi- 
losophy of Johns Hopkins University. 

At the last Commencement, on June 15th, the Warden was formally in- 
augurated by the Right Reverend the Bishop of the Diocese, six men received 
the degree of Bachelor of Arts, and four men were given certificates that they 
had completed the special course. 

The College is now absolutely free from debt, and we mean to keep it so. 
Hewever, it was only by the strictest economy and by many makeshifts, often 
prejudicial to the best educational results, that we were able this last year to 
keep our expenses within our income. As the only distinctly Church College 
within the limits of the metropolitan Diocese of our Church, we feel that St. 
Stephen’s College has a right to expect such financial support as will relieve 
us from these disadvantages, The present administration has for its ideal 
nothing short of the most efficient and intelligent methods and the best re- 
sults. It rests with the individual members of the Diocese to determine 
whether we shall be given the equipment that will enable us to realize this ideal.

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When we come to think of the comparative poverty, honorable though it 
be, of some of our faithful, hard-working clergy, the advantage of helping 
them and their struggling parishes through such a fund as this will be readily 
seen. 

The fund is guarded by such rules that only the most worthy and deserv- 
ing may secure assistance—yet the Trustees could use very much more than 
the income now at their disposal. 

Your attention is, therefore, very earnestly called to this fund, which 
promises such an opportunity to those who may be seeking a worthy object 
for bequest and endowment, 

Because of the confidential nature of much of the assistance rendered, 
hittle can be made of it in a report such as this. The Trustees have met from 
time to time during the past year and made such grants as the income from 
the fund at their disposal would allow. The fund at their command and the 
nature of its investment, and the grants made from it, will appear in detail in 
the report of the Treasurer herewith appended.

Report 
OF THE SUNDAY-SCHOOL COMMISSION. 


The work of the Sunday-school Commission during the past year has 
been largely preparatory, laying the foundations for the future. It has set 
itself to the task of creating a higher ideal of what the Sunday-school is, to 
make clear its educational character, to raise up and train an order of teachers 
that shall better realize the dignity and seriousness of their calling. In pre- 
senting this Report, the Commission fully understands the preliminary nature 
of the year’s work. But it desires to say at the start that not a step has been 
taken that has not been distinctly forward, and not an effort made that has 
not been constructive. We have been less concerned to accomplish sudden 
results than to lay the foundation for permanent advance. 

I. The statistical feature of the year’s work is not without encourage- 
ment. The Lectures in the Christian Knowledge Course last autumn were 
attended by over 570 different persons. Following these lectures, a Winter 
Course on the Life of Christ was given in Grace Chantry by the Rev. John 
P. Peters, D.D., Rector of St. Michael’s Church, New York, and a Spring 
Course in the Church of the Incarnation, on the life of St. Paul, by the Rev. 
George R. Van De Water, D.D., Rector of St. Andrew’s, and Chaplain of Co- 
lumbia University. These lectures were of singular charm and value through- 
out. At the three courses there was an attendance. representing nearly 800 
different persons, most of them directly identified with Sunday-school work. 

In May an all-day conference was held in the Crypt of the Cathedral, and 
in the evening at St. Michael’s Church, presided over by the Bishop of the 
Diocese, at which about 500 persons attended, 100 of whom were clergy. It 
was in all respects a notable conference, both in the interest thus shown and 
the importance of its discussions. During the past year nearly 300 letters 
have been received by the Secretary alone, 6,500 circulars and notices have 
been distributed, 40,000 copies of the Reading Courses have been published, 
and over 2,000 of these issued to date. Letters of inquiry have been received 
from al] sections of the country, showing the far-reaching interest felt in this 
Diocesan movement for better schools. 

II. The publications of the Commission. 

1. The Course of Lectures on the ‘‘ Principles of Religious Educa- 
tion,” originally delivered in the autumn of 1899 in St. Bartholomew’s 
Church, New York the Rev. Dr. D. H. Greer, Rector, and published by Long. 
mans, Green & Co., of New York and London, with an introduction by the 
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Bishop of New York. The object of these lectures may be briefly stated as 
follows : It is widely feit that our religious schools are not doing their proper 
work. ‘The Church has stood still, while the day-school has been advancing 
along the lines of educational reform. The study of pedagogical principles 
has been made an essential in secular education, while the Church has en- 
tirely overlooked it, as applied to her. Sunday-schools, and almost completely 
ignored it in the training of ber clergy. And she has done this in spite of 
the fact that in theory the Teaching Function of the Church is her most an- 
cient and characteristic one, and lies at the very heart of her commission. 

The basic principle, therefore, underlying these lectures is that the Sun- 
day-school is a school. Its problems are educational problems. Its scope of 
instruction, its curriculum, its text-books, charts, maps, the equipment and 
training of its teachers, tbe hours and times and places of its work—all these 
are questions to be considered in the light of educational principles. Hence 
it is important to consider religious education first from the standpoint of 
acknowledged leaders in the cause of secular education. This course of lec- 
tures, covering roughly the entire field, each lecture presenting its own point 
of view, and all converging on the one general object, was arranged and car- 
ried out with the generous codperation of the following gentlemen: The Rt. 
Rev. Wm. Croswell Doane, D.D., LL.D., Bishop of Albany; the Very Rev. 
George Hodges, D.D., Dean of the Cambridge Divinity School; Prof. Charles 
DeGarmo, of Cornell University ; Dr. G. Stanley Hall, President of Clark 
University ; Prof. Frank Morton McMurry, Professor of the ‘‘Theory of 
Teaching,” in Teachers’ College, Columbia University ; Prof. Charles Fos- 
ter Kent, of Brown University, and Prof. Richard G. Moulton, of Chicago 
University. 

To these were added the following members of the Sunday-school Com- 
mission: Prof. Nicholas Murray Butler, Dean of the Department of Philoso- 
phy, Columbia University ; Dr. Walter L. Hervey, of the New York Board of 
Education, and’ former president of the Teachers College and the chairman 
of the Commission. 

The particular topics covered by the lectures were: ‘‘The Relation of 
Religious Instruction to Education as a Whole,” ‘‘ The Educational Work of 
the Christian Church,” ‘‘ The Present Status of Religious Instruction in Eng- 
land, France, Germany, and the United States,” ‘‘The Content of Religious 
Instruction,” ‘‘ The Making of a Course of Study for Sunday-schools,” ‘‘ The 
Preparation of the Teacher,” ‘‘ The Religious Content of the Child’s Mind,” 
‘‘The Use of Biography,” ‘‘The Use of Geography,” and ‘‘ The Bible as 
Literature.” 

2. ‘‘A Manual on the Four Gospels,” by the Rev. Dr. J. L. Hurlbut, said 
by competent authority to be the best and most compact manual on this sub- 
ject yet published, and eminently useful for Bible classes. 

3. A syllabus to accompany Mr. Patterson DuBois’ book, ‘<The Point of 
Contact in Teaching.” Educators all agree upon the high value of DuBois’ 
book to secular and religious teachers. Dr. Walter L. Hervey, who is a mem- 
ber of our Commission, prepared this syllabus to enable teachers to study the 
book more practically and helpfully. It is the work of one who is himself a 
distinguished educator, and wil! be found extremely useful. 
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4. The Normal Reading Courses. These reading courses, twelve in num- 
ber, have been arranged with a view to providing for those teachers who have 
never had the privilege of special pedagogical training, and satisfactory prep- 
aration for their work, the most practically helpful sort of information. The 
Course No. I, on ‘‘ The Principles of Religious Teaching,” is absolutly funda- 
mentai to effective work. The other courses can be undertaken, either indi- 
vidually or in classes, in any parish in the Diocese. They cover very thor- 
oughly all the subjects taught in our Sunday-schools. The list of required 
books in any course is small, but carefully selected, and in addition to these, 
the lists of optional books are notable for their completeness and detail. 
Whatever be the scheme of lessons used in any school, these reading courses 
furnish a selection of books for the teacher’s private study of unusual value. 
Nowhere else, we venture to say, can an equally valuable bibliography of 
religious knowledge be found for both clergy and teachers. 

As indicating the impression made so far by the work of the Commission, 
and these published reading courses, letters of inquiry have been received 
from some fourteen different States, and it is hoped that they will be found 
useful by Sunday-school workers outside our own Diocese. These lists will 
be found full of practical help in choosing books for teachers’ reference 
libraries. 

III. The work proposed for the year. 

1. In the City of New York the Commission has arranged a series of train- 
ing classes, to be held at different centres, so that teachers in varied sections 
may be equally accommodated. These classes are of two grades : 

(a) The advanced class, having a course of ten lessons, with a fee of five 
dollars (#5) for the course. 

(b) The elementary classes, giving five lessons each, at a fee of two dollars 
and a half ($2.50). 

The subject covered by the advanced class will be ‘‘ The Principles and 
Methods of the Art of Teaching.” It will be conducted by Prof. John F. 
Reigart. It is much to be desired that each parish choose at least one repre- 
sentative to attend this valuable class. The elementary classes will deal with 
the following topics : ‘‘ The Point of Contact, or How to Teach,” taught by Dr. 
Walter L. Hervey, Examiner of the New York Board of Education ; ‘* The Art 
of Story-telling,” taught by Prof. Franklin T. Baker, of Columbia University, 
and ‘‘ How to Find the Point and How to Make it in Teaching,” taught by 
Miss Emma G. Sebring, of Columbia. 

These classes will prove invaluable aids to all Sunday-school teachers. 
They approach the subject of teaching from the simplest and most elemen- 
tary, and yet the most thorough point of view. 

The Commission now requests that the rectors, superintendents, and 
teachers at once take this matter up. The membership in these classes must 
necessarily be extremely limited, and we ask that the names of those who 
desire to avail themselves of this unusual opportunity be sent so soon as 
possible to the Secretary of the Commission. It is not often that teachers 
can secure instruction from the foremost educators in this city and Columbia 
University. 

Where teachers might not be able personally to meet the expenses of such 
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classes, the Commission begs to suggest that schools and parishes could make 
no better investment of their funds than to select two or more teachers to 
receive such a training, as representatives of the Sunday-school. The benefit 
to the school would be most marked. 

2. Outside the city. It is obviously impracticable to organize similar 
training classes outside the city. But this does not make it impossible for 
village churches to arrange for effective work in this direction. The Com- 
mission makes, therefore, the following suggestions : 

(a) The teachers of -any Sunday-school can take up as a class, or individ- 
ually, the study of Course No. I, on “ The Principles of Religious Education.” 
This can be done under the direction of the rector. But in many cases it will 
be possible for the rector to enlist the interest of some public school teacher, 
whose special training can be brought into requisition for the benefit of the 
Church. The fact that in the majority of cases the secular teacher may not 
be a communicant of our own Church is certainly no valid objection to such a 
course. The Church can here, as in many other instances, make wise use of 
the expert knowledge and skill within her reach. 

(0) The Commission also proposes to make arrangements to secure the 
occasional visit of certain bighly accomplished educators to parishes cutside 
of New York City, at a minimum of cost. The inspiration of such a visit 
upon the teachers of any Sunday-school will only be realized by those who 
‘shall make a trial of it. This suggestion is not a visionary one. The thing 
has been tested and has proved its worth. The bane of much of our Sunday- 
school work is the sense of its inefficiency, an inefficiency that grows out of its 
indefinite methods, and an incessant activity that follows no proper law. 

The presence and counsel of the thoughtful public school teacher, or an 
accomplished educator from some great university, will go far towards awaken- 
ing a new ideal of their work, and putting a fresh enthusiasm and faith into 
the hearts of our teachers. 

(c) The question has no doubt been asked: What has the Commission 
accomplished in the way of lessons? Has it any scheme ready for use? The 
question is a natural one. Let us frankly answer it. The Commission has 
no scheme ready to present, but there is a reason for this : 

1. If the purpose of the Commission were to prepare a series of lessons 
after the manner of those so well known, ¢é.g., the Joint Diocesan, the Inter- 
national, or even the Blakeslee, the problem would be of the simplest nature. 
But this is not, as we understand it, the purpose for which the Commission 
was created ; and further, the Church in her charter declaration, the exhorta- 
tion to godparents in the Office of Holy Baptism, goes beyond this. She de- 
clares that her children are to be taught ‘‘the Creed, the Lord’s Prayer, the 
Ten Commandments, and all the things which a Christian ougbt to know and 
believe to his soul’s health.” In short, the Church passes beyond the above 
systems of lessons, and beyond the covers of the Bible itself, into the sphere 
of religious education. Here the problem changes from the simple one of 
selecting lessons from the Bible to the deeper one of constructing a scheme of 
education which shall cover the work the Church contemplates. In other 
words, the Church is the teacher of the Faith ; and she commands us to do 
her work as teachers. Once concede this, and we find that the work of relig- 
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ious teaching takes its place beside all other educational work. We cannot, 
therefore, concede that the work of the University and the High School de- 
mands any more serious study on the part of the State than the Theological 
Seminary and the Sunday-school demand on the part of the Church. The 
spirit of impatience, no less than the spirit of indifference, must be dis- 
missed. The Sunday-school has a relation to the Church far too serious for 
us to neglect as profound a study of its educational problems as we are will- 
ing to give to those of the secular school. 

In accordance with this conviction, the Sunday-school Commission has 
appointed a special committee to take up the question of curriculum. This 
committee has already arranged to work in conjunction with gentlemen con- 
nected with Columbia University, and has the assurance of codperation from 
representatives of other universities with a view to the best available order 
of subjects in the course of study for our Sunday-schools. The preparation 
of manuals and lessons will follow, and it is believed that in the near future 
the Commission will be able to present definite and concrete results as a work- 
ing basis in our schools. 

IV. In conclusion, the Commission desires to call the attention of the Con- 
vention to the importance of pedagogical training in our theological semi- 
naries. The ministry of the Church must possess an educational power. It 
is directly responsible for the teaching of the young, yet it is notably deficient 
in its training for that duty. The theological school may make an educated 
ministry, but more than this, it must make a ministry of educators, men who 
have learned the art of the teacher, men who know the beart and mind of 
childhood and who bring into their priestly and pastoral life the not less 
sacred skill of the teacher. The theological school without its chair of 
Pedagogics should in this age be no longer possible. 

The Commission simply asks that the clergy and Sunday-school teachers 
of the Diocese will make every effort to test the practical value of the pro- 
posals laid before them, believing that in this way the whole question of the 
Sunday-school will take on that higher importance and dignity which belong 


to it in the life of the Church.

OF THE COMMITTEE ON THE ESTABLISHMENT AND REMOVAL 
OF CHURCHES. 


Your Committee recommends the amendment of Canon XIV. by the addi- 
tion of the following paragraph : 

Tentative missionary work, authorized by the Bishop and the Executive 
Committee of the Archdeaconry in which such work is situated, may be pro- 
secuted temporarily at such point, or points, as may be from time to time des- 
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ignated by them ; but such werk shall not be continued more than one year, 
nor shall any building for such work be erected until the consent of the 
Bishop and Standing Committee shall have been obtained in accordance with 
the provisions of the preceding sections of this Canon. 

Number the three paragraphs as Sec. I., II., and III. 


The Rev. George R. Van De Water, D.D., offered the follow- 
ing resolution, which was adopted : 


Resolwed, That in view of the important responsibility resting upon the 
Ministry of the Church in the religious education of the young, it is the con- 
viction of this Convention that special preparation and training for this work 
should be given to all candidates for Holy Orders; and, secondly, that to this 
end a thorough practical training in the principles and methods of Religious 
Pedagogics should form a part of the curriculum of all institutions for theo- 
logical learning. 


The Rev. J. M. Chew presented the following report : 


Report 


OF THE COMMITTEE ON STATE LAW RELATING TO INCOR- 
PORATION OF CHURCHES. 


This Committee on the State Law relating to Incorporation of Churches, 
consisting of the Reverend Secretary of this Convention, Thomas R. Harris, 
D.D., Hon. Delano C. Calvin, Mr. George Macculloch Miller, Mr. George 
Zabriskie, and myself, to whom three successive Conventions have committed 
matters relating to proposed amendments of the law, in order to devise such 
amendments, to confer with the ecclesiastical authorities of the other dioceses 
in the State, to secure their concurrence, and the passage by the Legislature 
of these amendments, now makes a final report. 

The proposed amendment, requiring that the trustees or vestry of an in- 
corporated parish shall not make application to the court for leave to sell or 
mortgage any of its real property, without the consent of the Bishop and 
Standing Committee of the diocese to which such church belongs, was pre- 
sented by this Committee to the last Legislature (having secured first the ap- 
proval of the other dioceses, or a majority thereof), and was enacted into a 
statute, which now governs all parishes in this State. 

The Committee calls attention to the effect of these various amendments, 
to clarify the involved language, to rectify or reconcile the contradictory pro- 
visions of the State law, and to simplify the action of new parishes, or of old 
parishes when desired by them: (1) in securing rotation of office in their ves- 
tries ; (2) in holding their annual elections in the Advent season; and (8) by 
this final important amendment a new obligation is laid upon all parishes, 
which is neither an attempt to concentrate power in the executive authorities 
cf the diocese, nor an interference with established charter rights of par- 
ishes, nor a useless restriction, but a precautionary and useful check upon 
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the hasty despoliation of parishes, by requi:ing episcopal advice for the aliena- 
tion of the real property with which a parish may be vested. 

All necessary forms of legal papers, for the use of parishes in conforming 
with the law, having been prepared by this Committee, may be obtained 
from the Secretary of this Convention. 

In conclusion, the Committee has found the duty of conferring with the 
authorities of the other dioceses a pleasant one ; and their experience shows 
that such conferences, on matters relating to common interest, are helpful 
and suggestive, and not barren of results. 

The Committee proposes to the Convention the following resolution : 

Resolved, Vhat the State Law relating to Incorporation of Churches, 
passed in 1895. so far as it refers to this Church, with the amendments since 
then adopted, be printed in the Journal of this Convention.

Resolved, That this Convention has noticed with regret the absence from 
his accustomed place, by reason of illness, of the Rev. Dr. Dix, Rector of 
Trinity Church and President of the Standing Committee of the Diocese ; that 
it sends him affectionate greeting, together with an expression of its earnest 
hope that, by the blessing of God, he may be speedily restored to health and 
to the manifold activities of his historic cure. 


The order of the day being called, the Rey. Dr. Harris, in behalf 
of the special committee on the amendment of the Canon as to the 
establishment and removal of churches, offered the following amend- 
ment, which was adopted by a concurrent vote of both orders: 


Amend Canon XIV. by the addition of the following paragraph : 


‘“Tentative missionary work, authorized by the Bishop and the Executive 
Committee of the Archdeaconry in which such work is situated, may be prose- 
cuted temporarily at such point or points as may be from time to time desig- 
nated by them, after consultation with the rectors of the three nearest parishes ; 
but such work shall not be continued more than one year, nor shall any build- 
ing for such work be erected, unless the consent of the Bishop and Standing 
Committee shall have been obtained in accordance with the provisions of the 
preceding sections of this Canon.” 

Number the three paragraphs as Sections I., II., and ITI. 


The Rev. Wm. R. Huntington, D.D., offered the following 
resolution, which was unanimously adopted : 


‘Resolved, That the Bishop of the Diocese, as head of the Cathedral body, 
be requested to investigate the indignities alleged to have been offered to the 
clergy of the Pro-Cathedral by the police authorities of the district in which 
the said Pro-Cathedral is situate, and, if just cause be found, to make formal 
protest, inthe name of the Church, to the Mayor of New York. 
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The Convention proceeded to sit as the Board of Missions. 


The Rev. Amcs 'T. Ashton presented the following 


Report 


OF THE BOARD OF MANAGERS 


The Board of Managersof Diocesan Missions respectfully report as follows : 

1. The Archdeacon of Dutchess reports that the general condition of the 
work is satisfactory. There are ten stations under the care of the Archdeaconry, 
the same number as last year, and none have been able to relinquish any por- 
tion of the aid hitherto given them. ‘here is hope, in the case of three or four 
stations, that either the amount granted may be reduced or that the station 
itself may raise a larger sum of money, that the missionary may have a fairer 
living stipend. 

Ameuia Union still remains under the care of the Rev. Dr. J. 8. Clark. 
Unfortunately, the invested funds of this parish, forming a partial endowment, 
have been unproductive. The Trustees of the Parochical Fund of the Diocese 
who had charge of the fund were obliged to foreclose the mortgage in which 
the money had been invested, and the amount of $395 which came from this 
fund to the support of the parish was borrowed by the Executive Committee 
ot the Archdeaconry on their personal note, in the expectation that the fund 
may be profitably reinvested within the next twelve months. 

The Church services at Dover Plains are carried on by Mr. A.C. Burdick, 
a Lay Reader, under the supervision of Dr, Clark, who once a month admin- 
isters the Holy Communion. The project for building a church is still in 
abeyance. To make the most of the opportunities at this station would 
involve a change in the arrangement of our working force which at present 
is considered inexpedient, 

St. Mark’s Church, Carthage Landing, which for four years past has been 
served by a Lay Reader, Mr. W. H. Reeve of New Hamburgh, is now under 
the charge of the Rev. J. H. Ivie, Rector of Trinity Church, Fishkill. The 
people at Carthage Landing will contribute $300 per annum for the support 
of the service. 

The station at Glenham, under the care of Rev. Mr. Ivie, is in a satisfac- 
tory condition. There is a good prospect that within two or three years this 
parish will be able to give up some of the appropriation now made toward 
its support. 

At Hopewell Junction the work still continues encouraging. Much has 
been done in the improvement of the property, and an effort is now making to 
provide a house for the Missionary. The Rev. Mr. Probst and his wife are 
most devoted and efficient workers in the field. 

At Lithgow the Church is served by the Rev. Mr. Duncan, from Millbrook. 
The establishment of a Sunday-school has been a measure of marked advan- 
tage in the work of the last year. 

At Pine Plains the Rev. Mr. Grubbe is in charge, to the complete accep- 
tance of the people. The Church exerts an influence in this community 
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second to no other religious body. Itis a matter of regret, and a reason for 
our sympathy, that impaired health has prevented Mr. Grubbe from prose- 
cuting missionary work in the adjacent country, which he might otherwise 
have done. 

At Pleasant Valley we are fortunate in having the energetic services of 
the Rev. Frederick Smith. All that can be done in the community, it is be- 
lieved, is done by Mr. Smith for the Church. 

At West Pawling the work continues largely in the direction of teaching 
school and general religious influence. The work promises to be of more 
importance this coming winter, but we can hardly hope at present to establish 
much in the way of Church service. 

Two of our missionaries, we feel, receive very inadequate stipends, $600 ; 
and our efforts must be directed to increasing the independence of certain 
other places, and of rousing the stations to which these two missionaries are 
appointed to a fuller sense of their obligation and responsibility. 

2. The Archdeacon of Orange reports that during the past year twenty- 
one mission stations have been served by fourteen missionaries. The year 
has been notable for much spiritual fruitage in Baptisms and Confirmations. 

Under the Rev. Henry Barker, St. Thomas’ Chapel, at Rifton Glen, has 
been completed, formally opened, and regularly used. It supplies Church 
services to a community of five hundred people. 

St. John’s Church, High Falls, was consecrated by the Bishop of the 
Diocese, July 12th, the Archdeacon reading the sentence of consecration. The 
Rev. W. J. C. Agnew, the missionary, has labored in this field, which includes 
St. Peter’s, Stone Ridge, and St. John’s, High Falls, for ten years, giving five 
services each Sunday besides those on week days. 

Services have been regularly maintained during the summer at Green- 
wood Lake, Orange Co., and at Christ Church, Meads Mount, and at St. Bar- 
tholomew’s, Big Indian, both the latter in the Catskill Mountains region of 
Ulster County. 

Substantial progress has been made in this Archdeaconry since its organi- 
zation in 1887. Fifteen hundred dollars then appropriated have since been 
released. ‘This has been accomplished by two modes—the first that of par- 
ishes becoming independent of missionary aid, and the second by the volun- 
tary Surrender of a part of the missionary stipend. ‘The Archdeaconry is now 
an incorporated body, with its carefully selected Committee on Trust Funds, 
as well as on Land Titles. Careful guardianship, intelligent management, 
and scrupulous application of all property or funds given to it, or willed to 
it, may be relied upon. The Archdeacon would respectfully remind the mem- 
bers of the Church of the paramount necessity of the missionary work of the 
Diocese, and he begs to suggest that the Convention give its approval to some 
such plan of endowment to Diocesan Missions as may commend itself to its 
collective wisdom, and that this Board of Missions authorize the presentation 
of such suggestion in its annual report. . 

3. The Archdeacon of Westchester reports that the year has been marked 
with good signs of spiritual and material activity. The annual reports of 
our missionaries show efficient service... There is a call for new missions, with 
the increasing number of Church families removing into our Archdeaconry. 
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In former years we have had to report the depletion of our towns, villages, 
and hamlets by the removal of famiJies or young men and women to the city. 
The tide is changing as homes are being acquired within reasonable distance 
of the city, and in some portions of Rockland County this steady movement 
is going on, and it means that the Church must be ready to shepherd her 
children, and to give them in their new environment her spiritual guidance 
and privilege. Often this can be done by the rectors of parishes near 
enough to minister to such places, illustrations of which may be seen in St. 
Mary’s Chapel, Sherwood Park. Mount Vernon, All Saints’, Harrison, and 
others. But in some places this is not possible, and the Archdeaconry should 
do the work. The Archdeaconry in its three counties represents the efficiency, 
or lack, with which the mission work can be done. Westchester, with its 
large parishes and able constituency, is the first ; Rockland County, with few 
strong parishes and less able following, is the next ; while Putnam County 
affords the type of a purely missionary character, whose work is largely to be 
supported by our Diocesan or Archdeaconry treasury. This Archdeaccnry 
contributes generously each year a large sum, but with the work going on 
and with the opening door confronting us, we shall still have to ask for the 
continuance of sympathy and aid from the Diocesan Board of Managers. 

The mission at Lewisboro, under the Rev. C. M. Selleck, ‘‘ has reached 
its boundary line between the past and the future ; struggle has had its period, 
success its sunrise.”” The newly consecrated chapel is winning new friends ; 
the services are commending the Church to home-born and stranger, offerings 
are larger, and special donations are increasing at Lewisboro and Salem. 

The Rev. Mr. Bolton at Pelham, the Rev. Mr. Buckmaster at Tuckahoe, 
and the Rev. Mr. Holmes at Pleasantville are carrying on a work, in their 
respective fields, of increasing interest. 

The Rey. Mr. Cruger and the Rev. Mr. Chamberlaine continue their 
faithful labors in their respective Missions. 

In Rockland County the Rev. Thomas Stephens ministers with singular 
devotion to the three churches—St. Paul’s, Spring Valley, St. John’s, New City, 
and St. Stephen’s, Pear] River—holding services as well at the County Alms- 
house. His work is always vigorous, and its influence extends throughout 
the whole county. 

The Rey, Mr. Masker serves at Haverstraw, Tomkins Cove, and Jones 
Point. He reports an increased attendance at Church services. 

The Rey. E. D. Sutcliffe is doing efficient work at Lake Mahopac and at 
Richardville. At Lake Mahopac $900 have been raised towards the Rectory 
Fund. 

The Rector of Brewsters, the Rev. Frank Heartfield, adds to his duties by 
his untiring devotion to two Missions near by at Tilly Foster Mines and Dean’s 
Corners. 

The Rev. Mr. Meldrum serves faithfully at Christ Church, Patterson. 

We have good cause to be grateful for the earnest codperation of our 
clergy and parishes in the work and its support. And we would here ac- 
knowledge how thankful we are to the Diocesan Board of Managers for their 


generous help. 
With a mission field ever growing in interest and bearing good fruit for 
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every effort put forth ; with a devoted band of missionaries who stand in their 
lot, endure hardness, but work with added vigor year by year; and with a 
warm sympathetic interest and large offerings from the clergy and churches in 
our Archdeaconry, we have good reasons to thank God and take courage in 
our work. 

4. The Archdeacon of Richmond reports : 

In summing up the work for the past year, there is much cause for encourage- 
ment. The reports of the missionaries from the several stations indicate a 
general welfare, and steady progress. 

The Chapel of Our Father, at Mariners’ Harbor, has sustained a great loss 
in the death of the Rev. Dr. Sweeny, who took charge of the Mission in Decem- 
ber, 1899. By his faithful labor and earnest ministrations he had endeared him- 
self to the entire community, and the prospect of growth and prosperity seemed 
assured. ‘T’he mission is now under the care of the Rev. Wm. A. Swan. The 
financial condition of the mission is encouraging. 

The Rev. Mr. Lawrence reports steady growth at St. Simon’s, Concord, as 
well as an increase in the number of communicants and a gratifying activity 
in the various parish organizations. The resources of the mission are ex- 
tremely limited, while the needs are constant and pressing. 

At Garretson’s the services have been well attended, the parish organiza- 
tions are in a prosperous condition, and all financial obligations have been met. 
It is hoped that when a site can be secured, a new chapel will be erected. 

The Rev. Mr. Locke, at New Dorp, has made the past year memorable by 
the erection of a beautiful and commodious chapel, which has been completed 
without debt or encumbrance, and the prospects of the mission are very fav- 
orable. 

At Eltingville, Mr. Locke reports a sound financial condition, with asteady, 
though not large attendance at the services. 

The Rev. Mr. Fair, at St. Stephen’s Church, Tottenville, has continued his 
labors with gratifying success. His report shows great activity in the parish, 
and a most conscientious pastoral care on his part. The amount of money 
raised by the parish is very creditable, and the Archdeaconry hopes to increase 
the financial aid given to this work. 

It is with great regret that the Archdeacon reports the retirement of Mr. 
Bache McK. Whitlock, for many years our efficient Treasurer. On account of 
physical infirmities, he has been obliged to resign his office. 

5. The Archdeacon of New York reports that the Archdeaconry during 
the past year has continued, as its chief work, the work of Church Extension in 
the new parts of the city. Work among foreign-speaking peoples has been 
carried on as heretofore, chicfly by the special churches, having these special 
missions in charge, under the oversight of the Archdeacon. 

The call for the work of Church Extension is imperative and constantly 
increasing. The growth of the city, especially in the Borough of the Bronx, 
beyond the Harlem River, is beyond all precedent. ‘‘ The stimulus to develop- 
ment in the upper portions of the city is shown by the fact (stated in an 
official Municipal Report) that in the Borough of the Bronx plans were filed 
last year for 2,500 new buildings, at an estimated cost of $20,000,000, compared 
with 1,400 buildings in 1895, at a cost of $8,000,000.” 
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Into this region pour in a constant stream the wage-earners, clerks, teachers, 
and mechanics of small means, who need, and many of whom long for, the 
Church and her services, and are unable of themselves to establish and sup- 
port the Church. To save these suburbs to Church influence, and to save 
these people, who migrate thither from the old downtown parishes, to the 
‘Church of their baptism, chapels must be planted and maintained for a while 
by the Church at large. 

This city, as restricted to the boroughs of Manhattan and the Bronx (the 
boundary of the Archdeaconry of New York), increases its population at least 
100,000 a year. This is at the rate of 2,000 a week, and this explains the 
rapid growth of the suburb of the Bronx. It is the wisdom of the Church to 
secure plots of land, and erect temporary buildings upon them, before the 
completion of the underground road doubles at least the price of land. 

In such measure as the means put at its disposal by the churches and 
individuals has allowed, the Archdeaconry of New York, during the year just 
closed, has sought to minister to this crying need. The chapels, Sunday- 
schools, and services heretofore sustained have been invigorated, and several 
new points have been secured for the establishment of such Sunday-schools 
and services as Lay Readers can conduct. St. Stephen’s, at Woodlawn ; St. 
George’s, at Williamsbridge ; St. David’s, in East 158th Street ; St. Edmund’s, 
at Mt. Hope; St. Alban’s, High Bridge ; St. Margaret’s, St. Simon’s, and The 
Advocate have been prosecuted with vigor, and a new parish, The Atonement, 
still farther west, has been started. 

In brief, the result of the year’s work shows both the need and promise of 
the work. ‘To it the churches should be actively astir. 

It is gratifying to record that during the past year many more churches 
have received the Archdeacon into their pulpits than before, and that more 
collections have been taken. 

The work of the Archdeaconry of New York is therefore prosperous, but 
its very prosperity is an index of its increasing need,

OF COMMITTEE ON THE GENERAL THEOLOGICAL SEMINARY. 


The Committee on the General Theological Seminary respectfully report 
the vigorous progress of that Institution. 

The new buildings, formally opened last May, are, in construction and 
scope, altogether worthy of the honored names they bear. 

It should be a matter of Diocesan record that, by the blessing of God, 
during the term of service of the present Dean the number of students and 
professors has nearly doubled ; five endowed fellowships have been estab- 
lished ; to the old stone buildings have been added the beautiful chapel, the 
fire-proof library, Sherred Hall with its commodious lecture rooms, the noble 
refectory and gymnasium, six dormitories, the deanery and five houses for 
professors, at a cost of more than seven hundred thousand dollars, while the 
endowment has grown from about one hundred thousand dollars to more than 
a million and a quarter. 

At the meeting of the Board of Trustees last year, a minute was adopted 
expressive of the appreciation by the Board of the eminent services of the 
Dean for a period of twenty years. 

Your Committee agree with the Trustees, that ‘‘no nobler example of 
loving labor and sacrifice is found in the American Church—an example which 
has inspired others to emulation in generosity, liberality, and devotion. And 
we note with special pleasure not only this material development, but also a 
corresponding advance in sacred learning, ministerial culture, and spiritual 
power.”

Two matters, I think, require the attention of the Convention, 
concerning which I trust that appropriate action will be taken 
before our final adjournment. 

The first is as to some such Canonical or other disciplinary pro- 
vision as shall more effectually than at present discourage Paro- 
chial intrusion, whether by individuals or by parishes, and which 
shall affirm and enforce the right of the Diocese to define Parochial] 
boundaries, and attach some definite penalty as to invasions of 
them. 7 

The other is as to the appointment of an assistant to the faith- 
ful Treasurer of this Diocese, our honored friend and servant Mr. 
James Pott. Mr. Pott enters with the coming year upon his for- 
tieth year of service in that office, and has earned, as I think you 
will agree with me in saying, not only our grateful and affectionate 
respect for long and large service, but also some partial relief at 
least from the burden of its manifold details. : ; 

Commending you to God and the word of His grace, I pray 
that He may go with us to the new tasks that are before us.

This community is entirely dependent on the factory with its allied branches, such as 
log cutting and the like. Until the autumn of 1898, this church was under the care of the 
Methodist minister in Phoenicia. Mr. and Mrs. Schwarzwaelder, communicants of St. Paul’s 
Church, in Flatbush, L. I., owned (as now) the church, the factory, and nearly the entire 
village. By a peaceable arrangement with the Methodist minister the Methodist services 
were discontinued. Mr. Schwarzwaelder remodelled the church, invited the oversight of the 
Archdeaconry of Orange and the Diocese of New York, and under proper ecclesiastical 
authority settled a priest as pastor in February, 1899. On June 1, 1899, I succeeded him by 
an arrangement with Mr. Schwarzwaelder, and with the permission of the Archdeacon. 
Bishop Potter later confirmed the arrangement and appointed me missionary to this cure. 
Mr. Schwarzwaelder’s help, and that of his devoted wife, are invaluable. They pay almost 
all the expenses. The work prospers, but it has much old-time prejudice to overcome.

By the favor of the Bishop, our chief Sunday morning service has, since August, 1899, 
been held in the Crypt of the Cathedral; the Sunday-school and Guilds being held in a 
flat which we rented for that purpose. 
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We have acquired title to a most desirable site for a new church on the east side of 
St. Nicholas Avenue, between 114th and 115th Streets, at the junction of Seventh and St. 
Nicholas Avenues. We are about to file plans for a church, parish house, and rectory com- 
bined. With the cost of the land this will require an outlay of from $85,000 to $90,000, 
towards which sum we have, during the past year, got subscriptions of $17,000, $10,000 being 
already paid in.

The large amount expended ‘‘ For the Poor,’’ is due to the generosity of a friend of the 
parish living elsewhere. The Ladies’ Aid Society, with the co-operation of Mrs. Wm. H. 
Hoppock, sister of our late Senior Warden, Mr. Wm. W. L. Voorhis, paid for the laying of 
a handsome parquetry flooring in the choir and sanctuary and on the steps to the altar. 
This present was given to ‘‘ the Glory of God and in memory of deceased members of the 
_Ladies’ Aid Society,’’ and forms a handsome and permanent improvement to the church 
building. The Ladies’ Aid Society have also permanently improved the church property 
by paying for an iron railing fence, seventy-five feet long, erected in front of the church 
building. They have also helped to preserve the church building by paying for painting the 
exterior of the building. The Bishop of the Diocese visited this parish and confirmed forty- 
one candidates on the evening of May 27, 1900, too late for insertion among the statistics of 
this report. Twenty-nine candidates were presented by the Rector; two by the Rev. Wm. L.

The present Rector assumed charge of this parish August 1, 1899. The above report is as 
full and correct as is possible under the circumstances. Since October 1, 1899, donations 
and subscriptions have been sent in, so that the church (which was in very dilapidated 
condition) is being enlarged, thoroughly renovated, and beautified. A cloister and beautiful 
porch of cut stone is being added. The organ is being rebuilt and enlarged, and many 
improvements are being made. The corner property (house and lot) adjoining the church, 
has been purchased; a library and free reading-room is being established, part of the house 
being reserved for the sexton. 

The work it is hoped will all be accomplished, and benediction and confirmation services 
take place some time in June. A full report of the whole work will be made in the next 
annual report.

Year after year the Secretary has added this note to the table of contributions. Under 
‘“‘ Special Offerings, including Legacies’’ he has included such extraordinary gifts as have come 
to his knowledge. This year our own figures on this page show how utterly inadequate are the 
parochial reports to show the amount given by this Diocese for charitable and religious purposes, 
The amount given for Diocesan Missions is more than double the amount reported in the paro- 
chial reports for ai/ diocesan purposes, while the amount reported by the Treasurer of the Board 
of Missions alone is over $100,000 in excess of the amount reported by the parishes as con- 
tributed for ai/ objects outside the Diocese.

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COMPARISON OF STATISTICS. 


The following tables have been prepared by the Secretary to 
illustrate the growth of the Church in the Diocese of New York 
during the nineteenth century. The first table gives the statistics 
of six years, selected because they mark crises or turning points in 
our history. The year 1801 was the year in which Bishop Pro- 
voost resigned his office and Bishop Moore was elected as his suc- — 
cessor as Bishop of New York. The feebleness and hopelessness 
of the Church are best shown by the fact that no convention had 
been held from 1797 to 1801. From the Journal of General Con- 
vention we learn there were 21 clergy resident in the whole State, 
and we find from the Diocesan Journal that 23 churches and 
chapels were represented at the convention, either by their clergy 
or by lay delegates. In 1838 the first division of the Diocese took 
place, and the Diocese of Western New York was set off. Bishop 
Onderdonk in his address to the Convention of 1839 gives the 
number of clergy and churches in the undivided Diocese in 1838. 
In 1839, the year subsequent to the division, the Journal gives 
us the first attempt at any table of diocesan statistics. It must be 
remembered in making comparisons that these statistics were very 
meagre, and that many of the parishes made no report at all. This 
was especially the case with the statistics of Sunday-school work. 
In 1868 the second division took place, and Albany and Long Island 
were set off. The statistics for 1869 show how far the strength of 
the mother Diocese had been reduced, and give us the means to 
compare the strength of the Church to-day with that of thirty years 
ago. These years, it wiil be observed, divide the century into three 
periods, 1801 to 1838, 1839 to 1868, and 1859 to 1900. The im- 
mense growth in the number of communicants will be noticed at 
once ; but hardly less remarkable as showing the immense increase 
in the Church’s influence as a social factor are the statistics of 
marriages and burials. It may be interesting to note the fact that 
there are to-day in the one Diocese of New York nearly as many 
communicants as there were in the Church in the United States 
fifty years ago. : : 

In the second table will be found a summary of the statistics 
for each year from 1875 to 1900. During the period of 25 years 
the number of baptisms has increased 40 per cent., the number of 
confirmations 100 per cent., the number of communicants nearly

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150 per cent., tne number of marriages 160 per cent., the number 
of burials over 50 per cent., and the number of Sunday-school 
teachers and scholars about 100 per cent. | 

In the third table will be found a summary of baptisms, con- 
firmations, marriages, and burials, arranged in periods of five years 
each. ‘This table will be useful as showing at a glance how uni- 
form and steady has been the growth of the Church during this 
period.

CONSTITUTION 


OF THE 


PROTESTANT EPISCOPAL CHURCH 


IN THE 


DIOCESE OF NEW YORK. 


As Adopted October 11, 1796 ; and Amended October 17, 1827 ; October 2, 1834 ; 


? 


October 4, 1839 ; September 29, 1843 ; September 26, 1850 ; September 28, 
1860 ; September 28, 1882 ; and September 26, 1889. 


ARTICLE I. 


THERE shall be a Convention of the’ Protestant Episcopal 
Church in this Diocese on the last Wednesday in September in each 
year, in such place as shall be determined by the Bishop for the 
time being; or, in case of his inability to act, or of a vacancy in 
the Episcopate, by the Standing Committee. In the event of the 
prevalence of any epidemic disease, or for other sufficient cause 
occurring after the designation of the place of the meeting of the 
Annual Convention, the Bishop, or in case of his inability to act, 
or of a vacancy in the Episcopate, the Standing Committee may 
appoint another place for the meeting of the Convention, 


ARTICLE Ii. 


The Bishop shall have power to call Special Conventions, when 
he may judge it conducive to the good of the Church ; and shall de 
so when applied to for that purpose by the Standing Committee ; 
and in case of a vacancy in the Episcopate, the Standing Commit. 
tee shall have power to call a Special Convention, 


ARTICLE III. 


The Convention shall be composed of the officiating Ministers 
regularly received into this Diocese, and settled in some Church 
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which is in union with this Convention ; and of Lay Members, con- 
sisting of not exceeding three Delegates from each Church, to be 
chosen by the Vestry or Congregation: and Clergymen employed 
as Missionaries under the direction of this Convention, and Cler- 
gymen engaged as Professors or Instructors of youth in any Col- 
Jege, Academy, or General Seminary of Learning, duly incorpo- 
rated, and Clergymen engaged as Superintendents or Chaplains in 
any incorporated Charitable Institution, may be members of the 
Convention. No Clergyman, however, shall have a right to a seat 
in the Convention, unless he has been canonically resident in this 
Diocese for the period of six months immediately preceding the 
meeting of the Convention. 


ARTICLE IV. 


Every Convention shall be opened with prayers and a sermon ; 
and the preacher shall be nominated by the Bishop, or in case of his » 
inability to act, or a vacancy in the Episcopate, by the Standing 
Committee. | 


ARTICLE V. 


The Bishop shall preside in the Convention; but in case of a 
vacancy, or necessary absence, the members shall elect a President 
from among the Clergy. 


ARTICLE VI. 


A Secretary shall be chosen, upon the assembling of the Annual 
Convention, from among the members thereof, who shall remain 
in office until the meeting of the next Convention, His duty 
shall be to take minutes of their proceedings, to preserve their 
journals and records, to attest the public acts of the body, and 
faithfully to deliver into the hands of his successor all books and 
papers, relative to the concerns of the Convention, which may be 
in his possession. it shall also be his duty to give due notice to 
each Minister and Vestry of the time and place appointed for the 
meeting of the succeeding Convention. 


ARTICLE VII. 


In all matters which shall come before the Convention, the 
Clergy and Laity shall deliberate in one body ; and in voting, the 
Clergy shall vote by individuals, and the Laity by Congregations ; 
and when more than one Church or Chapel shall be united under 
one Vestry, and shall have been so united and recognized by the 
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Convention, prior to the last Wednesday in September, in the year 
of our Lord one thousand eight hundred and fifty-nine, the Dele- 
gate or Delegates of such Vestry only shall be entitled to a vote for 
each Church or Chapel ; and a majority of votes of the two orders 
jointly shall be decisive ; but if in any case it be required by five 
votes, the two orders shall vote separately in the manner afore- 
said, and the concurrence of a majority of each order shall be neces 
sary to constitute a decision. In the case of electing a Bishop, the 
two orders shall always vote separately, agreeably to the mode last 
prescribed. 


ARTICLE VIII. 


The mode of altering this Constitution shall be as follows: A 
proposition for an amendment shall be introduced in writing and 
considered in the Convention ; and, if approved of, shall lie over to 
the next Convention, and, if again approved of in such next Con- 
vention, by a majority of the two orders voting thereon separately, 
the change shall take place, and the Constitution so altered shall 
be valid and obligatory.

CANON I. 


A List to be made of Ministers in the Diocese. 


Within one week before the meeting of every Convention of this 
Diocese, the Bishop, or in case there be no Bishop, or of his inability 
or disability to act, then the Standing Committee of the Diocese, 
shall prepare, or cause to be prepared, a list of all the Ministers of 
the Protestant Episcopal Church canonically resident in this Dio- 
cese, annexing the names of their respective Cures or Parishes, or 
Stations as Missionaries, or of the Colleges, Academies, or other 
Seminaries or incorporated Charitable Institutions in which they 
are engaged ; or, in regard to those who are not engaged in Parishes, 
Missions, or Institutions of learning, as above, their places of resi- 
dence only ; but no Clergyman while suspended from the Ministry 
shall have a plase on the said list. Such list shall be recorded by 
the Secretary of the Convention in a book to be kept for that pur- 
pose, and be prefixed to the Journal. 


CANON II. 
Of the Members of the Convention and the Evidence of their Rights to Seats. 


Ssc. 1. A list of the names of all Clergymen entitled to seats in 
the Convention, under Article III. of the Constitution, shall be pre- 
pared by the Bishop, or incase there be no Bishop, or of his inabil- 
ity or disability to act, then by the Standing Committee. Said list 
shall be laid before the Convention on the first day of meeting, and 
shall be presumptive evidence of a right to a seat of all those whose 
names appear thereon, 
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Src. 2. In case the right of any Clergyman of this Diocese to 
a seat in the Convention shall be disputed or claimed, it shall be 
determined according to the provision of the third Article of the 
Constitution by the Convention itself. 


Src. 3. The Secretary of the Convention shall record in a book, 
to be provided by him, and kept in accordance with the Canon of 
the General Convention, entitled ‘‘ General Regulations of Ministers 
and their Duties,” all certificates that shall be transmitted to him in 
accordance with said Canon. 


In case of a contested right to a seat in the Convention of any 
Clergyman who shall have been elected to any Church or Parish in 
this Diocese, after the passage of this Canon, the evidence of settle- 
ment shall consist in the said record ; or in the production to the 
Convention of the certificate required by this Section, to be recorded 
as aforesaid, together with a certificate of the Bishop or of the 
Standing Committee, of his or their being satisfied that the person 
so chosen is a qualified Minister of this Church. 


Src. 4. Every Minister who may be received into this Diocese 
shall procure from the Bishop, or, in case of his disability or inabil- 
ity to act, from a majority of the clerical members of the Standing 
Committee, duly convened, a certificate that he has been received 
into this Diocese in compliance with the Canon of the General Con- 
vention. And before he shall be entitled to a seat in the Conven- 
tion, he shall transmit such certificate to the Secretary, to be recorded 
in the book mentioned in the preceding Section. And in case of 
the contested right to a seat gn the Convention of any Minister who 
may be received into this Diocese, the production of such record, or 
of such certificate, or of the Secretary’s written acknowledgment 
of his receipt of the same, shall be presumptive evidence of regular 
admission, and the certificate, if not previously recorded, shall there- 
upon be recorded by the Secretary in the said book. 


Src. 5. In case of a contested right to a seat in the Convention 
of a Clergyman claiming such right by virtue of his being employed 
as a Missionary under the direction of this Convention, the evidence 
of such employment shall consist in the written certificate of the 
Bishop ; or, in case of a vacancy of the Episcopate, or of the inabil- 
ity or disability of the Bishop, in the written certificate of the Chair- 
man of the Missionary Committee of the Diocese. 


Src. 6. In case of a contested right to.a seat in the Convention 
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of a Clergyman claiming such right by virtue of his being engaged 
as a Professor or Instructor of Youth in a College, Academy, or 
General Seminary of Learning, duly incorporated, the evidence of 
his connection with such College, Academy, or Seminary shall con- 
sist in the written certificate of the President or Secretary of such 
Corporation that he is so employed. 


Src. 7. (I.) Lay Delegates from Churches having Vestries shall 
Le appointed by the Vestry, at a regular meeting, held according to 
law. 


(II.) The evidence of the appointment of a Lay Delegate from a 
Church having a Vestry shall be a certificate signed by the Rector 
of the Church and by the Clerk of the Vestry. If there be no 
Rector, or if the appointment shall have been made at any legal 
Vestry meeting held in his absence, then such certificate shall state 
that fact, and shall be signed by the Warden who presides at the 
meeting at which such Delegate is appointed, and also by the Clerk 
of the Vestry. The certificate must show upon its face that the 
appointment has been made in accordance with all the requirements 
of the Canons, and shall certify that the Delegate is a Lay member, 
entitled to vote for Wardens and Vestrymen of the Church which 
he is appointed to represent. 


(1II.) The evidence of appointment of a Lay Delegate from a 
Church having no Vestry shall be a certificate signed by the Min- 
ister of such Church, or by the officer who presides at the meeting 
of the congregation by which he was appointed, and also by the 
Clerk or Secretary of such meeting. {The certificate shall state the 
time and place of the election, and shall certify that the person 
appointed has been duly chosen by such Church or Congregation as 
a Lay Delegate ; that he is a Lay member of such Church or Con- 
gregation, and has been such member for at least twelve months 
next preceding the time of his appointment, and that the election 
was held in accordance with all the requirements of the Canons. 


(IV.) No other certificate or evidence of appointment of any 
Lay Delegate than such as is above required shall be allowed or 
received. 


Src. 8. No Lay Delegate from a Church having a Vestry shall be 
entitled to a seat in the Convention, unless he be entitled 40 vote for 
Wardens and Vestrymen of the Church which he is appointed to 
represent. 
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Sec. 9. A copy of the seventh and eighth sections of this Canon 
shall be transmitted annually by the Secretary of the Convention to 
every Church in this Diocese in union with the Convention, together 
with a blank printed form of certificate of appointment of Lay 
Delegates, and the notice which he is required by the Constitution 
to give of the time and place appointed for the meeting of the 
succeeding Convention. 


Sxo. 10. It shall be the duty of the Clerks of the Vestries of the 
Parishes which have been admitted into union with this Conven- 
tion, immediately after the appointment of the Lay Delegates to the 
Diocesan Convention, to certify their election to the Secretary of 
the Convention in the form prescribed by Sections 7 and 8 of this 
Canon. From the certificates thus received, the Secretary shall 
prepare a list of Lay Delegates for use in the organization of the 
Convention. 


Seo. 11. The presence of at least thirty Clergymen entitled to 
vote in the Convention, and of Delegates from at least thirty con- 
gregations, shall be necessary to the transaction of business—except 
that a smaller number may adjourn from day to day. 


Sec. 12. If tiie President ex officio of the Convention is not 
present at its opening, the Secretary of the Convention shall call to 
order the members present, when the senior presbyter present 
entitled to a seat in the Convention shall take the chair, and shall 
preside until a President be elected, as provided by Article V. of the 
Constitution. 


Src. 13. The Secretary of the Convention, under the direction 
of the Bishop, or, in case of his absence or inability to act, or of a 
vacancy in the Episcopate, under the direction of the Standing 
Committee, shall call over the names of the Clergy entitled to seats. 


Sec. 14. He shall call the names of the Lay Delegates whose elec- 
tion has been certified to him, in pursuance of Section 10 of this 
Canon. The President shall then appoint a committee of three 
persons, to whom shall be referred the credentials of the Lay Dele- 
gates, who shall report upon the correctness of the roll made by the 
Secretary. 

Sec. 15. A quorum, which shall consist of thirty Clergymen and 
Delegates from thirty Congregations, being present, the President, 
ex officio, if present, shall declare the Convention duly organized. If 
he be absent, or unable to act, the temporary President shall direct

that the members proceed to vote for a President, as provided in 
Article V. of the Constitution, which election shall be by ballot, 
unless dispensed with by the unanimous vote of the members present. 
The President, being elected, shall declare the Convention organized 
for business. 


Sec. 16. The Convention shall then proceed to the election of 
a Secretary and Treasurer of the Convention, by ballot, unless dis- 
pensed with by the unanimous vote of the members present. The 
Secretary shall appoint two assistants, and announce their names to 
the Convention. 


Src. 17. The existing Rules of Order, so far as they are appli- 
cable to the preliminary proceedings for the organization of the 
Convention, shall be deemed in force for that purpose ; and the said 
Rules of Order, except such of them as prescribe the mode of alter- 
ing the same, shall regulate the proceedings after the organization, 
until altered by the Convention. 


CANON IIE. 
Of the Call of the Convention. 


Unless it be otherwise directed by the Convention, the mode of 
giving notice of the meeting of any Convention shall be by an ad- 
vertisement of the time and place of such meeting, signed by the 
Secretary, and published in three of the public papers, or Church 
journals, printed in the Diocese of New York. Whenever, under 
the provisions of the Constitution, a Special Convention is called 
for any particular purpose, it shall be the duty of the Secretary, in 
the notice thereof, to specify such purpose. 


CANON IV. 


Of the Admission of a Church as a Parish into Union with the Church in this 
Diocese and Maintaining such Union. 


Sec. 1. Every Church or Congregation desiring admission as a 
Parish into union with the Church in this Diocese shall present a 
written application therefor to the Convention, together with a copy 
of the Resolution of the Vestry or of the Congregation authorizing 
such application ; in which resolution the said Church, by its Vestry 
or Congregation, shall agree to abide by, and conform to and observe 
all the Canons of the Church, and all the rules, orders, and regula- 
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tions of the Convention; which copy shall be duly certified by the 
presiding officer of the Vestry, or of the meeting of the Congregation 
at which the resolution was adopted, and also by the Clerk of the 
Vestry or Secretary of the meeting ; and shall be authenticated by 
the seal of the corporation. : 

The said application shall also be accompanied by the Certificate 
of Incorporation of the Church, duly recorded, or a copy thereof, 
certified by the officer whose duty it may be to record or to file the 
. same; and also by a Certificate of the Bishop, or, in case of his 
absence, or of his inability or disability to act, or of a vacancy in the 
Episcopate, of the Standing Committee, that he or they approve of 
the Incorporation of said Church, and that such Church, in his or 
their judgment, is duly established. 

Every Church or Congregation applying for admission shall pro- 
duce satisfactory evidence that not less than twenty-five persons, 
members of such Church, have habitually, for at least one year pre- 
ceding such application, attended divine service in such Church or 
Congregation. 

The Certificate of Incorporation of every Church incorporated 
under any Act of the Legislature of the State of New York, save the 
General Act of April 5, 1813, and the Amendments thereto, shall 
declare upon its face that the Church or Congregation is a Protes- 
tant Episcopal Church, and that it is forever to continue such, 
in communion with the Protestant Episcopal Church in the State 
of New York; and it shall be the duty of the Secretary of the 
Convention to prepare and furnish blanks for the Certificate of 
Incorporation of Parishes, which shall embody the above provision. 


Sec. 2. (I.) No application for the admission of a Parish into 
union with the Church in this Diocese shall be considered or acted 
upon at any meeting of the Convention, unless the same has been 
transmitted to the Secretary of the Convention at least forty days 
before the meeting of the Convention. 


(II.) It shall be the duty of the Secretary of the Convention, at 
least thirty days before the meeting of the Convention, to deliver to 
a Committee, to be annually appointed (to be called the Committee 
on the Incorporation and Admission of Churches), al! applications 
for admission into union which shall have been received by him, to 
be by such Committee examined, considered, and reported upon to 
the Convention.

Src. 3. Whenever any Parish in union with this Convention 
shall neglect for three years in succession to make a Parochial Report, 
no missionary report being made on its behalf, and shall not, dur- 
ing the same period, have employed a Clergyman as its Parish Min- 
ister, nor requested of the ecclesiastical authority to have the ser- 
vices of a Missionary, such Parish shall be regarded as having for- 
feited its connection with the Convention, nae shall no longer Hobe 
a right to send a Delegate or Delegates to the same. 

The Bishop shall report such Parish to the Convention in his 
Annual Address. 

Such Parish, however, may be re-admitted, upon application to 
the Convention, accompanied by a report of its condition, and on 
such terms as shall appear just ; such re-admission to take effect 
from and after the rising of the Convention consenting to such 
admission. . 


CANON V. 
Of the Secretary of the Convention. 


Src. 1. In addition to the constitutional provisions concerning 
the Secretary, it is hereby declared that this officer shall be chosen 
by ballot after viva voce nominations of the Candidates, and shall 
continue in office until a new election is made. 


Sec. 2. He shall transmit annually to each of the Bishops of the 
Protestant Episcopal Church in the United States, and to the Sec- 
retary of the last House of Clerical and Lay Deputies in the Gen- 
eral Convention, and to the Secretary of every Diocesan Convention, 
a copy of the Journal of the Convention ; and shall request the last 
to send copies of their respective Journals in exchange. 


Src. 3. He shall also transmit to every General Convention, in 
addition to the documents mentioned in the Canons of the General 
Convention, a certificate, to be signed by himself, containing a list 
of the Clergymen in this Diocese, and the amount of funds paid or 
secured to be paid (distinguishing them) to the General Theological 
Seminary. together with the nomination of Trustees of that Semi- 
nary ; and also a like certificate of the appointment of. Clerical and 
Lay Deputies. 


Suc. 4. Any expense incurred by a compliance with the third 
section of this Canon shall be paid out of the Diocesan Fund. 
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SEc. 5.—Whenever there shall be a vacancy in the office of Sec- 
retary of the Convention, the duties thereof shall devolve upon one 
of the Assistant Secretaries in the order of their appointment, if 
there be one; if not, upon the Secretary of the Standing Com- 
mittee. 


CANON VI. 
Of the Treasurer of the Convention. 


Sec. 1. At every stated Convention there shall be chosen by 
ballot a Treasurer of the Convention, who shall remain in office 
until the next stated Convention, and until a successor is appointed. 
It shall be his duty to receive and disburse all moneys collected 
under the authority of the Convention, and of which the collection 
and distribution shall not be otherwise regulated. 


Sec. 2. His accounts shall be rendered annually to the Con- 
vention, and shall be examined by a Committee acting under its 
authority. 


Sec. 3. In case of a vacancy in the office of Treasurer, it shall 
be supplied by an appointment to be made by the Standing Com- 
mittee ; and the person so appointed shall continue to act until an 
appointment is made by the Convention. 


CANON VII. 
Of Parish Registers and Parochial Reports. 


Sec. 1. Every Minister in charge of a Parish in this Diocese shall 
keep a Register of Baptisms, Confirmations, Communicants, Mar- 
riages, and Funerals within his Cure. 


Src. 2. The record shall specify the name and time of birth of 
each child baptized, with the names of the parents and sponsors 3; 
the name of each adult baptized ; the name of each person con- 
firmed ; the names of the parties married, with the names of the 
witness or witnesses required by the civil law; the name of each 
person buried ; and also the time when each rite was performed. 
These Registers shall be kept by the Minister in a book to be pro- 
vided for that purpose, belonging to the Vestry of each Church ; 
which book shall be the Parish Register, and shall be preserved by 
the Vestry as a part of the records of the Church. 

The list of Communicants shall embrace all within his Cure as 
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nearly as can be ascertained, and he shall also keep a list of the fami- 
lies and adult persons in his Cure, as far as practicable. 


Seo. 38. Every Minister of this Church shall present, or cause to. 
be delivered, on or before the first day of every annual Convention, 
to the Bishop of the Diocese, or, when there is no Bishop, to the 
President of the Convention, a statement of the number of Baptisms, 
Confirmations, Marriages, and Funerals ; and of the number of Com- 
municants in his Parish or Church, and of all other matters that 
may throw light on the state of the same. 


Sec. 4. In every case where a Parish is without a Minister, 
the Register contemplated by this Canon shall be kept by some per- 
son appointed by the Vestry for that purpose; and the annual 
Parochial Reports shall be presented or forwarded to the Bishop by 
the Wardens of the Parish. 


Src. 5. Upon the dissolution of a Parish the Register, provided 
for by this Canon, shall immediately become the property of the 
Diocese, and the Trustees of the Estate and Property of the Diocesan 
Convention shall cause the said Register to be deposited with the 
Bishop, to be under his care for the legitimate purposes thereof. 


CANON VIII. 
Of Preparing a Report on the State of the Church. 


A Committee of the Convention of this Diocese shall be appointed 
at the stated meeting of the same next before every stated meeting 
of the General Convention, in accordance with the Canon * thereof, 
to assist the Bishop in preparing a report of the state of the Church 
in this Diocese, and a list of the Clergy, to be presented to the 
General Convention. 


CANON IX. 
Concerning Elections. 


SEc. 1. Elections by ballot, when required by these Canons, 
may be dispensed with by a unanimous vote of the Convention. 


* Canon XX., Sec. 5, Title I. 
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And when an election is by ballot, a majority of the votes in each 
order shall be necessary to a valid election. 


Sec. 2. The mode of conducting the nominations and elections 
of the Standing Committee, the Deputies and Provisional Deputies 
to the General Convention, and Deputies to the Federate Council, 
shall be as follows : 

Any member of the Convention may send to the Secretary, in 
writing, on or before the first day of the meeting thereof, nomina- 
tions, signed by himself, for the Standing Committee, for Clerical 
and Lay Deputies and Provisional Deputies to the General Con- 
vention, and for members of the Federate Council. All names so 
sent in shall be reported to the Convention by the Secretary, at the 
beginning of the second day’s session, in the form of a ballot, on 
which the names shall be arranged in alphabetical order. After 
each list of nominations as many blank spaces shall be left as there 
are vacancies to be filled. These blanks may be filled by any voter. 
The voter shall mark an X at the right of the name of each person 
for whom he votes. On the first ballot these ballots only shall be 
used, and also in all subsequent ballots, except when otherwise 
ordered by the Convention. No ballot shall be counted on which 
more names are marked than there are vacancies to be filled, and 
the number of vacancies to be filled shall be printed on each 
ballot. 

The Secretary shall provide a board, to be hung up in a con- 
spicuous place, near the entrance to the Convention, on which 
shall be posted the nominations so received, and also the names of 
the present members of the Standing Committee, Deputies and 
Provisional Deputies to General Convention, and Deputies to the 
Federate Council; and these names shall also be printed on the 
back of the ballot provided by the Secretary. 


CANON X. 
Of Deputies to the General Convention. 


Src. 1. The Convention shall, at each second regular annua) 
meeting next succeeding a stated meeting of the General Conven- 
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tion, elect by ballot four Clergymen and four Laymen to act as 
Deputies from this Diocese to the General Convention. It shall 
also elect by ballot four Clergymen and four Laymen, as Provisional 
Deputies, to act in the case hereinafter mentioned ; which Depu- 
ties and Provisional Deputies shail hold their respective stations 
until successors are appointed, and shall be Deputies, or Provisional 
Deputies, for any General Convention which may be held during 
their continuance in office. 


Src. 2. Should a vacancy occur by resignation, removal from 
the Diocese, death, or otherwise, among the Deputies or Provisional — 
Deputies, between the stated times of election, the vacancy shall be 
supplied by any Convention, during or prior to which such vacancy 
shall occur. 


Sec. 3. It shall be the duty of the Deputies elect to signify te 
the Bishop, at least two days before the meeting of the General 
Convention, their acceptance of the appointment, and their inten- 
tion to perform its duties; in default of which the Bishop shall 
designate, from the list of Provisional Deputies, so many as may be 
necessary to insure, as far as practicable, a full representation of the 
Diocese. And the Bishop shall in like manner designate from the 
same list of Provisional Deputies one or more, as the case may be, 
to supply any deficiency in the representation of this Diocese which - 
may in any way occur. And the person or persons so designated 
by the Bishop, being furnished with his certificate thereof, shall 
have all the power and authority of Deputies duly elected by the 
Convention. 


Sec. 4. In case of a vacancy in the Episcopate, or the inability 
of the Bishop to act, the power conferred upon the Bishop by this 
Canon shall be exercised by the Standing Committee, 


CANON XI. 
Of Deputies to the Federate Council, 


At every stated Convention there shall be an election by ballot 
of eight Clergymen and eight Laymen to serve as Deputies at any 
meeting of the Federate Council that may be held before the next 
Annual Convention of the Diocese. And in case of a vacancy by 
death or otherwise among the Deputies so elected, such vacancy 
shall be filled by the Bishop. 
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CANON XII. 
Of the Standing Committee. 

Src. 1. At every stated Convention a Standing Committee shall 
be elected by ballot, to consist of four Clergymen and four Lay- 
men. Vacancies in said Committee, occurring by death or other- 
wise, shall be supplied by the concurrent vote of the Clericat 
members and Lay members of the Committee. 


Sec. 2. In case of a vacancy in the Episcopate, or the inability or 
aisability of the Bishop, the powers and duties to be performed by 
the Bishop in matters of discipline shall be performed by the Stand- 
ing Committee, except in those cases where such powers and duties 
are or may be specially delegated to, or enjoined upon, the Clerical 
members of said Committee ; in which cases such powers and duties 
shall be exercised by said Clerical members alone ; provided, that 
no sentence shall be pronounced on a Clergyman but by a Bishop. 


Sec. 8. The record of all proceedings upon a presentment of a 
Clergyman shall be preserved by the Standing Committee, and for 
that purpose shall, after a final decision, be delivered to their Secre- 
tary. 

Sec. 4. Should astated Convention, from any cause, not be held 
at the appointed time, or if such Convention should be held, but no 
election be made, pursuant to Section 1 of this Canon, then the last 
Standing Committee elected shall continue to perform the duties of 
the office until a new election takes place. ; 


CANON XIII. 
Of Vacant Parishes. 


Sec. 1. Whenever a Parish becomes vacant by the resignation 
or decease of the incumbent, or otherwise, due notice of the same 
shall be given by the Clerk of the Vestry or Trustees to the Ordi- 
nary, who, with the concurrence of the authorities of the Parish, 
shall take such measures as he may deem expedient for the tem- 
porary maintenance of religious services in such Parish. 

SEC. 2. It shall be the duty of the Vestry or Trustees of such 
vacant Parish to provide for the compensation of the Minister ap- 
pointed under the preceding section. 

Sec. 3. It shall be the duty of the authorities of such vacant 
Parish to consult with the Bishop of the Diocese before proceeding 
to fill the vacancy. 
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CANON XIV. 
Of the Establishment of New Places of Public Worship. 


Sc. 1. In places where the Church is already established, no new 
Parish shall be formed, or new Church or Chapel be established, or 
new Congregation be gathered, nor shall the site of any existing 
Church, Chapel, or Congregation be changed without the written 
consent of the Bishop of the Diocese and the formal approval of 
the Standing Committee. But such action of the Standing Com- 
mittee shall not be taken until previous notice has been given, and 
due proof thereof furnished the Committee, by the parties moving 
therefor, to the Rectors and Vestries of the three Churches or Con- 
gregations whose places of public worship shall be nearest to the 
site proposed for the new place of worship, nor until at least one 
month has been allowed such Rectors and Vestries to present any 
objections they may have. 

Sec. 2. In places where the Church is not established, the 
written consent of the Bishop of the Diocese, acting by and with 
the advice and consent of the Standing Committee, shall be suf- 
ficient for the formation of a new Parish. 

Sec. 3. ‘* Tentative missionary work, authorized by the Bishop 
and the Executive Committee of the Archdeaconry in which such 
work is situated, may be prosecuted temporarily at such point or 
points as may be from time to time designated by them, after con- 
sultation with the Rectors of the three nearest Parishes; but such 
work shall not be continued more than one year, nor shall any 
building for such work be erected, unless the consent of the Bishop 
and Standing Committee shall have been obtained in accordance 
with the provisions of the preceding sections of this Canon.” 


CANON XV. 
Of the Episcopal Fund. 


Sec. 1. The fund for the support of the Episcopate in this 
Diocese, now provided, together with that which may be hereafter 
contributed or acquired, and any accumulation accruing from the 
investment thereof, shall be intrusted to the corporation entitled 
‘‘The Trustees of the Episcopal Fund for the Diocese of New 
York,” incorporated by an Act of the Legislature of the State of 
New York, passed May 14, 1845. The Trustees composing said 
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corporation shall be five in number, who shall be appointed by and 

shall hold their offices during the pleasure of the Convention, and 

all vacancies occurring in their number shall be filled by the Con- 
vention. 


Src. 2. It shall be the duty of every Rector or Minister having 
charge of a congregation in this Diocese to cause an annual collection 
or contribution to be made by said congregation in aid of the fund 
for the support of the Episcopate ; and in the case of a vacant par- 
ish, this duty shall devolve on the Wardens and Vestrymen. The 
amount of each annual collection or contribution shall be paid to 
the Treasurer of the Trustees of the Episcopal Fund, and shall be ; 
reported by the Trustees to the Convention at the next stated meet- 
ing thereof, after such collection or contrib=tion shall have been 
made, and shall be entered on its Journals. 


Sec. 8. So long as the income of the fund is inadequate to the 
support of the Episcopate, and an annual assessment shall be made, 
under the authority of the Convention, for supplying the deficiency 
therein, the payment of such assessment by a Parish shall be con- 
sidered as in lieu of the collection enjoined by Section 2 of this 
‘Canon. 


Sec. 4. All moneys belonging to the said fund shall be loaned by 
the said ‘Trustees upon security of real estate, or invested in stocks 
of the United States, or of any of the States, or of the City of New 
York, at their discretion, and also in such other securities as may 
be recommended unanimously by the Trustees and approved by a 
vote of the Convention. And all securities and investments shall be 
taken or made in their corporate name above mentioned, and they 
shall have power, from time to time, to change such investments. 
A statement exhibiting the condition of the said fund and securities, 
together with all receipts and disbursements, shall be reported to the 
Convention at every stated meeting thereof, signed by the Trustees, 
or a majority of them. 


CANON XVI. 
Of the Diocesan Fund. 


Src. 1. Every congregation in the Diocese shall pay to the 
Treasurer of the Convention, on or before the Day of its annual 
meeting, such a per cent. on the amount of the salary of its Cler- 
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gyman as shall have been ordered by the preceding Convention, to: 
provide for necessary expenses. } 


Src. 2. It shall be the duty of the Treasurer of the Conyen- 
tion to retain annually out of this fund one dollar for each Olergy-— 
man in the Diocese. The moneys thus retained shall be paid by 
him to the Treasurer of the General Convention at each meeting 
of the same. 


Sec. 3. A copy of this Canon shall be transmitted annually to. 
_ every Church in the Diocese by the Secretary of the Convention. 


CANON XVII. 
Of Contributions for Church Objects. 


Src. 1. In every Parish of the Diocese provision shall be made 
whereby its members may make offerings, by collections and other- 
wise, as often as the needs of the Church shall require, for the sup- 
port of its objects, particularly its missionary work at home and 
abroad, the education of young men for the sacred Ministry, and 
those other religious and charitable objects which have been com- 
mended to the care of the Church by the General Convention, or 
by the Convention of the Diocese ; and it shall be the duty of the 
Clergyman in charge to give due notice to the congregation of the 
time and purpose of such offerings, and also to call their attention 
to the importance and claims of the respective objects to which the: 
offerings are to be applied. 


Sec. 2. The business of distributing all funds that may be 
raised under this Canon, for the education of young men for Holy 
Orders, is hereby committed to the incorporated society styled. 
“The Protestant Episcopal Society for Promoting Religion and 
Learning in the. State of New York,” which shall make a full 
annual report to the Convention of the application of all moneys: 
paid into its treasury under the provisions of this Canon, or by the . 
Treasurer of the Convention from any source, 


Sec. 3. So far as relates to the offerings or contributions of 
Parishes within the City of New York, it is hereby declared that 
the New York Protestant Episcopal City Mission Society and the 
New York Protestant Episcopal Church Missionary Society for 
Seamen in the City and Port of New York are to be reckoned 
among the Church charities for which provision is to be made, so: 
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that each congregation in the City of New York shall make 
annual contributions to one of these societies. 


CANON XVIII. 
Of the Diocesan Missionary Society. 


Src. 1. All members of the Church in this Diocese shall be 
considered as constituting the Diocesan Missionary Society. 


SEc, 2. (I.) The Missionary Work of the Diocese shall be con- 
ducted by a Diocesan Board of Missions. 

(I1.) The Convention shall be the Diocesan Board of Missions, 
sitting as such as often as the business of the Board may demand. 


Sec, 3. (I.) The Diocese shall be divided into five Archdeacon- 
ries, to be named, respectively : 


1. The Archdeaconry of New York, comprising the County of 
New York. 


2. The Archdeaconry of Richmond, comprising the County of 
Richmond. 


3. The Archdeaconry of Westchester, comprising the Counties 
of Westchester, Putnam, and Rockland. 


4, The Archdeaconry of Orange, comprising the Counties of 
Orange, Ulster, and Sullivan. 


5. The Archdeaconry of Duchess, comprising the County of 
Duchess. 


(1I.) The members of each Archdeaconry shall be the Clergy 
canonically resident within its limits, with three Lay Delegates from 
each Parish and Mission Station, elected in such manner as the By- 
laws of the Archdeaconry may direct, provided that such Lay Dele- 
gates from Mission Stations shali not have the right to vote upon 
any question involving the appropriation or apportionment of 
moneys. It shall be the duty of each Archdeaconry [1] to search 
out the religious needs of its own district, and to conduct and 
provide for such Missionary Work as may be undertaken by it, 
within its own limits, and to apportion among the several Parishes 
the amount necessary to be raised for the same; [2] to nominate 
to the Bishop, for his appointment, all Missionaries and other 
agents of the Archdeaconry, and to fix their salaries; [3] to have 
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full management of its funds; [4] to provide that careful statistics 
as to the population and condition of communities and the results 
of Missionary Work be collected and preserved. 


(III.) The Executive Officer or Archdeacon of each Archdea- 
conry shall be nominated by the Bishop, and confirmed by the Arch- 
deaconry at a regular meeting, and shall continue in office until his 
successor be appointed. It shall be his duty [1] to superintend all 
Missionary Work conducted by the Archdeaconry ; [2] to have di- 
rection of all Itinerant Clergy and Associated Missions ; [3] to make 
full and regular reports of the same to the Archdeaconry ; and [4] 
in the absence of the Bishop to preside at all meetings. 


(1V.) Each Archdeaconry shall adopt its own by-laws, elect 
annually its Secretary and Treasurer, and make before the Annual 
Meeting of the Board of Diocesan Missions a full report of its year’s 
work to the Board of Managers hereinafter described. 


Sec. 4. (I.) There shall be a Diocesan Board of Managers, which 
Board shall also be the Missionary Committee of the Diocese of New 
York, consisting of the Bishop, the five Archdeacons, Secretaries 
and ‘Treasurers, and also five Clergymen and five Laymen, elected 
by ballot at the Annual Meeting of the Diocesan Board of Missions. 


(II.) It shall be the duty of this Board of Managers [1] to de- 
cide, with the approval of the Bishop, what proportion of the whole 
sum voted by the Diocese shall be raised by, and what proportion 
shall be expended by each Archdeaconry ; [2] to devise general plans 
for making Mission Work more effective, and developing a greater 
Missionary interest throughout the Diocese; [3] to send to the 
Diocesan Board of Missions, at its annual meeting, a report con- 
taining the following items : 

a. Statement of Missionary Work done since last report. 

i. The names of the Missionaries and Stations. 


c. An account of Annual Receipts and Expenditures, comprising 
all amounts received and disbursed by each Archdeaconry. 


d. A list of the Parishes contributing, and of ae sums con- 
tributed by each Parish to Diocesan Missions. 


e. An estimate of the amount of funds needed for the Missionary 
Work of the Diocese for the ensuing year, and a schedule of assess- 
ments upon the several Parishes. 
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(IIL) Seven members of the Board of Managers, at a regularly 

called meeting, two of whom shall be Archdeacons, shall constitute 

a quorum for the transaction of business. In the absence of the 

Bishop, one of the Archdeacons present shall be elected by the 
meeting to preside. 


CANON XIX. 
Of the Fund for Aged and Infirm Clergy. 


Src. 1, Five lay Trustees shall be appointed annually by the Con- 
vention, who, with the Bishop, shall constitute a Board to be called 
the Trustees of the Fund for Aged and Infirm Clergymen. 


SxEc. 2. Vacancies occurring in the number of the above-named 
five lay Trustees, by death, resignation, or otherwise, during the 
recess of the Convention, may be supplied by the remaining Trus- 
tees. 


Sec. 3. It shall be the duty of the said Trustees to assume the 
management and care of the following funds : 


1st. The fund now provided for the relief of Aged and Infirm 
Clergymen of the Diocese, together with that which may hereafter 
be contributed or acquired, and any accumulation accruing from 
the investment thereof. 


2d. A fund to be hereafter contributed or acquired for the relief 
of Widows and Children of Deceased Clergymen of the Diocese, 
together with any accumulation accruing from the investment 
thereof. 


Sec. 4. It shall be the further duty of the said Trustees to re- 
ceive applications for relief or assistance from any persons entitled 
to receive aid from either of the funds above mentioned, and to 
apply such relief or assistance as follows : 


1st. As to the fund for Aged and Infirm Clergymen, to apply 
such relief or assistance on the principles of, and subject to, the 
limitations indicated in the report of the Special Committee made 
to the Annual Convention of 1841,* and subject also to such other 


* «(q) Legacies and donations to be invested as a permanent fund ; the 
proceeds to be applied annually, if needed, under the direction of the Bishop 


. 
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rules and regulations as have since been adopted by this Convention, 
or as said Trustees, with the approbation of said Convention, shall 
from time to time adopt. 


2d. As to the fund for the Widows and Children of Clergymen, 
to apply such relief or assistance on the principles of, and subject to, 
the limitations laid down by the regulations adopted by the Annual 
Convention of 1886 in relation to said fund, and subject also to such 
further rules and regulations as said Trustees, with the approbation 
of this Convention, shall from time to time adopt. 


Src. 5. A collection shall be made annually in every congre- 
gation in this Diocese, on the annual Thanksgiving Day, or on 
Christmas Day, or on the Sunday next before or next following 
either of those days. 

This collection and all other contributions to these objects shall 
be transmitted to the Treasurer of the said Board of Trustees. 

All donations and legacies received by said Treasurer shall, in 
the absence of the special designation of one or other of the said 


and three lay Trustees, to be elected by the Convention at each stated meeting. 
If the whole or any part of the annual revenue of said fund be not needed, in 
any year, it might be considered thenceforth as part of the capital. 

«. . , (0) Another . . . source of income will be found, it is presumed, 
in annual contributions to be made by all the congregations in the Diocese, on 
some day previously notified. 

‘With regard to the limitations under which relief should be applied, your 
Committee are aware that much must be left to the discretion of the Trustees. 

. In regard to these limitations, the Committee would suggest : 

“*1, That relief should be confined to those whose circumstances are actu- 
ally straitened, ahd who have been actively engaged in parochial or kindred 
labors during a large part of their ministerial lives. 

*©2. It should not be so administered as to supersede on the part of parishes 
the duty of making provision for the support of their pastor when too aged or 
infirm to continue his ministry; and should therefore be confined, in the case 
of parish ciergymen, to cases in which the parish has signified, through the 
Bishop, its inability or indisposition to make such provision to an adequate 
extent. 

3. It should not be extended to clergymen who have near relatives in af- 
fluent circumstances, unless there be satisfactory evidence that such relatives are 
unwilling to discharge the duty of providing for those of their own household. 

‘*4. In deciding between conflicting claims, preference should be given 
ceteris paribus to those who have been longest employed within the Diocese in 
ministerial duty.” 
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funds, be divided equally between them. The annual collection, 
herein provided for, shall, in the absence of special designation of 
any portion thereof by the donors, be applied by said Trustees to 
the fund for the Widows and Children of Clergymen. The Treas- 
urer shall keep a separate account of each of the said funds, and all 
moneys not wanted for current use shall be invested and held in 
trust by the said Trustees. 

Suc. 6. The said Trustees shall elect their own Chairman, Treas- 
urer, and Secretary. 

They shall meet at least twice in each year, and shall keep min- 
utes of their proceedings, which shall be submitted to the Convention 
of the Diocese whenever called for. 


CANON XX. 
Of the Trial oy a Clergyman not being a Bishop. 


Whenever any Minister of this Diocese, not being a Bishop 
thereof, shall become ‘‘ lable to presentment and trial,” under the 
provisions of any Canon of the General or Diocesan Convention, 
the mode of proceeding in this Diocese shall be as follows, viz. : 


Sec. 1. The trial shall be ona presentment in writing, addressed 
to the Bishop of the Diocese, specifying the offences of which the 
accused is alleged to be guilty, with reasonable certainty as to. time, 
place, and circumstances. Such presentment may be made by the 
major part in number of the members of the Vestry of any Church 
of which the accused is a Minister, or by any three Presbyters of 
this Diocese entitled to seats in the Convention, or as hereinafter 
mentioned. Whenever, from public rumor or otherwise, the Bishop 
shall have reason to believe that any Clergyman is under the im- 
putation of having been guilty of any offence or misconduct for 
which he is liable to be tried, and that the interest of the Church 
requires an investigation, it shall be his duty to appoint five persons, 
of whom three at least shall be Presbyters, to examine the case, a 
majority of whom may make such examination ; and if there is in 
their opinion sufficient ground for presentment, shall present the 
Clergyman according!y. | 


Sec. 2. A presentment being made in any one of the modes 
above prescribed, the Bishop, if the facts charged shall not appear 
to him to be such as constitute an offence, may dismiss it ; or if it 
allege facts, some of which do and some of which do not consti- 
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_ tute an offence, he may allow it in part and dismiss the residue, or 
he may permit it to be amended. When it shall be allowed in 
whole or in part, the Bishop shall cause a copy of it to be served on 
the accused, and shall also nominate twelve Presbyters of this Dio- 
cese, entitled to seatsin the Convention and not being parties to the 
presentment, and cause a list of their names to be served on the 
accused, who shall, within thirty days after such service, select five 
of them and notify their names in writing to the Bishop ; and if he 
shall not give such notification to the Bishop within the said thirty 
days, the Bishop shall select five, and the Presbyters so selected shall 
form a Board for the trial of the accused, and shall meet at such 
time and place as the Bishop shall direct, and shall have power te 
adjourn from time to time, and from place to place (but always 
within this Diocese), as they shall think necessary. 


Sec. 38. A written notice of the time and place of their first 
meeting shall be served at least thirty days before such meeting 
on the accused, and also on one of the persons making the present- 
ment. 


Sec. 4. If, at the time appointed for the first meeting of the 
Board of Presbyters, the whole number of five shall not attend, then 
those who do attend may adjourn from time to time; and if, after 
one adjournment or more, it shall appear to them improbable that 
the whole number wil] attend within a reasonable time, then those . 
who do attend, not being less than three, shall constitute the 
Board, and proceed to the trial, and a majority of them shall de- 
cide all questions. 


Sec. 5. Ifa Clergyman presented shall confess the truth of the 
facts alleged in the presentment, it shall be the duty of the Bishop 
to proceed to pass sentence; and if he shall not confess them 
before the appointment of a Board for his trial, as before men- 
tioned, he shall be considered as denying them. 


Src. 6. If a Clergyman presented, after having had due notice, 
shall not appear before the Board of Presbyters appointed for 
his trial, the Board may nevertheless proceed as if he were present, 
unless for good cause they shall see fit to adjourn to another day. 


Suc. 7. When the Board proceed to the trial, they shall hear such 
evidence as shall be produced, which evidence shal] be reduced to 
writing, and signed by the witnesses respectively ; and some officer, 
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authorized by law to administer oaths, may, at the desire of either 
party, be requested to administer an oath or affirmation to the wit- 
nesses that they will testify the truth, the whole truth, and nothing 
but the truth, concerning the facts charged’ in the presentment. 
If, on or during the trial, the accused shall confess the truth of 
the charges, as stated in the presentment, the Board may dispense 
with hearing further evidence, and may proceed at once to state 
their opinion to the Bishop as to the sentence that ought to be 
pronounced. 


Sec. 8. Upon the application of either party to the Bishop, 
and it being made satisfactorily to appear to him that any mate- 
rial witnesses cannot be procured upon the trial, the Bishop may 
appoint a Commissary to take the testimony of any such witness. 
Such Commissary may be either a Clergyman or a Layman, and 
the party so applying shall give to the other at least s¢x days’ 
notice of the time and place of taking the testimony. And if the 
person on whom the notice shall be served shall reside more than 
forty miles from the place of examination, an additional day’s 
notice shall be given for every additional twenty miles of the said 
distance. And both parties may attend and examine the witness, 
and the questions and answers shall be reduced to writing and 
signed by the witness, and shall be certified by the Commissary, 
and enclosed under his seal, and transmitted to the Board, and 
shall be received by them as evidence. A witness examined before 
such Commissary may be sworn or affirmed in manner aforesaid. 


Sec. 9. The Board having deliberately considered the evi- 
dence, shall declare, in a writing signed by them, or a majority 
of them, their decision on the charges contained in the present- 
ment, distinctly stating whether the accused is guilty or not 
guilty of such charges, respectively, and also stating the sentence 
which in their opinion should be proncunced ; and a copy of such 
decision shall be, without delay, communicated to the accused, 
and the original decision, together with the evidence, shall be de- 
livered to the Bishop, who shall pronounce such canonical sen- 
tence as shall appear to him to be proper, provided the same 
shall not exceed in severity the sentence recommended by the 
Board ; and such sentence shall be final. Before pronouncing any 
sentence the Bishop shall summon the accused, and any three 
or more of the Clergy, to meet him at such time as may in his 


opinion be most convenient, in some church to be designated by 
hi. 
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him, which shall for that purpose be open at the time to all per- 
sons who may choose to attend, and the sentence shall then and 
there be publicly pronounced by the Bishop. But the Bishop, 
if he shall be satisfied that justice requires it, may grant a new 
trial to the accused, in which case a new Board of Presbyters shall 
be appointed, the proceedings before whom shall be conducted as 
before mentioned. : 


Src. 10. Allnotices and papers contemplated in this Canon may 
be served by a summoner or summoners, to be appointed for the 
purpose by the Bishop, and whose certificate of such service shall be 
evidence thereof. In case of service by any other person, the facts 
shall be proved by the affidavit of such person. A written notice or 
paper delivered to a party, or left at his last place of residence, shall 
be deemed a sufficient service of such notice or paper. 


Src. 11. The defendant may have the privilege of appearing by 
counsel ; in case of the exercise of which privilege, and not other- 
wise, those who present shall have also the like privilege. 


CANON XXI. 


Concerning Alterations in the Canons and Additions thereto. 


No proposed alteration of, or addition to, the Canons shall here- 
after be considered by the Conventicn, unless at least one day’s pre- 
vious notice be given thereof in open Convention; nor, unless by 
unanimous consent, until such alteration or addition shall have been 
referred to and reported upon by a Committec of at least two Pres- 
byters and two Laymen. Nor shall such aiteration or addition be 
adopted, during the same Convention, if two-thirds of the votes of 
both orders, taken separately, shall not concur therein ; but in such 
case the same (unless negatived by a majority of the members 
present) shall le over for consideration until the next annual meet-« 
ing of the Convention. 


CANON XXII. 
Repealing Former Canons. 


All former Canons of this Convention are hereby repealed. 


peer, OF (ORDER. 


I. Every Convention shall be preceded by the Celebration of the Holy Com- 
munion and the Annual Address of the Bishop, or a Sermon, as the Bishop shall 
appoint ; after which, the Bishop taking the Chair, the order of procedure shall 
be as follows : 

1. The Secretary, under the direction of the Bishop, or, in case of his 
absence or inability to act, or of a vacancy in the Episcopate, under the 
direction of the Standing Committee, shall call over the names of the Clergy 
entitled to seats. 

2. He shall call the names of the Lay Deleg ites whose election has been 
certified to him in pursuance of Canon II., Section 10. The President shall then 
appoint a Committee of three persons, to whom shall be referred the creden- 
tials of the Lay Delegates, who shall report upon the correctness of the roll 
made by the Secretary. 

3. A constitutional quorum (thirty Clergymen and thirty Delegations) being 
present, the President shall declare the Convention organized for business 
which shall proceed in the following order : 

4, Reading of the Rules of Order. 

5. The election of a Secretary and Treasurer, the former of whom shall 
have power to appoint three Assistant Secretaries. 

6. The appointment of five Standing Committees by the President : 

(1) On the Incorporation and Admission of Churches—to consist of one 
Clergyman and two Laymen, which Committee may report at any 
time during the sassion of the Convention, in order. 

(2) Oa the Diocesan Fund, two Clergymen and two Laymen, with the 
Treasurer. 

(3) On the Treasurer’s Report, three Laymen. 

(4) On the General Theological Seminary, two Clergymen and three 
Laymen. 

(5) On Canons, four Clergymen and four Laymen. 

7. The appointment of Inspectors of Elections: one Clergyman and one 
Layman for the Clerical Votes, and one Clergyman and one Layman for the 
Lay Votes—for the Standing Committee, the Deputies to the Federate Council, 
- and the Deputies and the Provisional Deputies to the General Convention. 

8. The Receiving and Referring of Reports, as follows : 

(1) Report of the Committee on the Incorporation and Admission of 
Churches, and the Admission of Parishes into Union with the 
Convention. 

(2) Report of the Trustees of the Estate and Property of the Diocese. 

(3) Report of the Trustees of the Fund for Aged and Infirm Clergymen, 
and appointment of Trustees. 

(4) Report of the New York City Mission Society. 

(5) Report of the Church Missionary Society for Seamen in the City and 
Port of New York. 
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(6) Report of St. Stephen’s College. 

(7) Report of Society for promoting Religion and Learning. 

(8) Report of the Trustees of the Parochial Fund, and election of Trus- 
tees. 

(9) Report of the Trustees of the Episcopal Fund, and supplying vacan- 
cies, if any, in the Trustees. 

9. Miscellaneous business. 

II, On the second day, the order of business, after Morning Prayer, shall 
be: 

1. Reading and approving of the Minutes. 

2. Receiving certificates of Lay Delegates not present before. 

3. Calling over the names of members not present on the first day. 

4, Annual Address of the Bishop, unless he should prefer another time for 
its delivery. If so, it shall be at any time in order. 

5. The Election of the Standing Committee, the Deputies to the Federate 
Council, and the Deputies and the Provisional Deputies to the General Con- 
vention. 

6. Reports not presented or business unfinished the preceding day, in 
order. 

7. Report of the Secretary, when any business has been committed to that 
officer, ;

9. Report of the Standing Committee on the Treasurer’s Report. 

10. Report of the Standing Committee on General Theological Seminary. 

11. Report of the Standing Committee on the Diocesan Fund. 

12. Report of the Committee on Canons, 

13. Reports of Special Committees. 

14. Miscellaneous business. 

Ill. On the third and any subsequent day, the order of business, after Morn- 
ing Prayer, shall be: 

1, Reading and approval of the Minutes. 

2. Receiving the certificates of Lay Delegates not present before, 

3. Calling the names of members not present before. 

4, Reports not presented or business unfinished the preceding day, in 
order. 

5, Miscellaneous business, 

IV. If the prescribed order of business on any day should not have been 
gone through with, the first business the succeeding day shall be the matters 
which had not been reached, or shall be pending, on the preceding day, and 
in the order for that day prescribed ; this rule shall not apply to miscellaneous 
business. : 

V. If the President ex officio is not present at the opening of the Convention, 
the Secretary shall call the Convention to order, when the senior Presbyter 
present, being entitled to a seat, shall take the chair; and in such case, imme- 
diately after the organization of the Convention, a President shall be elected 
by ballot, from among the Clergy. 

VI. Before the rising of the Convention, the Minutes of the last day’s pro- 
ceedings shall be read and approved. 
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* Vil. The Bishops of the Protestant Episcopal Church, Clergymen belong~ 
ing in this Diocese but not entitled to seats in this Convention, Clergymen of. 
other Dioceses, Professors and Students of Theology in the Protestant Kpisco- 
pal Church, and all persons holding any office or trust under the Convention, 
if not members, shall be admitted to the sittings of the Convention. 


VIII. The hours of each day’s session shall be from 10 A.M. to 1 P.M., and 
from 2 to 5 P.M., and, when ordered by the Convention, from 73 to 10 P.M. 


IX. The mode of conducting the stated elections by ballot shall be as 
follows : 


The Secretary shall call the names of the Clergy and of the Parishes entitled 
to vote, who, as called, are to present their several ballots for each office to be 
filled to the appropriate inspectors, whose duty it shall be to take charge of 
the same, keeping a poll list of the votes, and, as soon as practicable, to canvass 
the same, and report the result thereof to the Convention. If, on any such 
report, it should appear that no valid election has been made in respect to all 
or any of the offices to be filled, the poll shall again be opened, for the purpose 
ot filling those which may remain vacant ; and if, on such second attempt, the 
purpose shall not be accomplished, the balloting may be resumed at the discre- 
tion of the Convention. ‘ 

X. No motion shall be considered as before the Convention unless seconded, 
and, when required, reduced to writing. 


XI. When a guestion is before the Convention, no motion, except as here- 
inafter provided, shall be received, but to lay it on the table—to postpone it 
indefinitely—to postpone it to a certain time—to commit—or to amend it; 
which motions shall have precedence in the order named. ‘But a motion to 
strike out the word ‘‘ Resolved ” shall have precedence of a motion to amend, 
and, if carried, shall be equivalent to a rejection of the resolution. 


XII. All amendments shall be considered in the order in which they are 
received. When a proposed amendment is under consideration, a motion to 
amend the same may be made; no after-amendment to such second amend- 
ment shall be in order. But when an amendment to an amendment is under 
consideration, a substitute for the whole matter may be received. No propo- 
sition on a subject different from that under consideration shall be received 
under color of a substitute. 


XIII. A motion to lay on the table shall be decided without debate. 


XIV. A motion to adjourn shall always be in order, when no member is 
speaking, and shall be decided without debate. 


XV. The mover may withdraw ‘a motion or resolution at any time before 
decision or amendment, in which case it shall not be entered upon the 
Minutes. 


XVI. If a question under debate contains several distinct propositions, the 
same shall be divided at the request of any member, and a vote taken sepa- 
rately. 
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XVII, No member may speak more than twice on the same question with- 
out leave of the Convention, nor more than once in any case until every mem- 
ber choosing to speak shall have spoken. 


XVIII. Every member present shall vote whenever a question is put, unless 
excused by the Convention on account of his being personally interested in the 
result, or for other cause. 


XIX. The vote shall be taken by ayes and noes, and by orders, whenever 
called for by five members. 


XX. In taking the vote by orders, it shall be the right of any member of a 
delegation who may dissent from the vote of the majority of the delegation to 
have the fact of his dissent recorded on the Minutes. 


XXI. A question, being decided, shall not be reconsidered during the same 
session without the consent of two-thirds of the members present, nor without 
the motion for that purpose being made by one of the majority on the first 
decision. No question shall be reconsidered more than once. 


XXII. All Special Committees shall be appointed by the President, unless 
otherwise ordered. 


XXIII. The reports of all] Committees shall be in writing, and shal] be 
received, of course, without motion for acceptance. They shall be entered on 
the Minutes, unless otherwise ordered. If recommending or requiring any 
action or expression of opinion by the Convention, they shall be accompanied 
by a resolution, or resolutions, for its consideration. 


XXIV. When a member is called to order by the President, or: by another 
member, he shall immediately sit down, unless permitted to explain. All 
questions of order shall be determined in the first instance by the President ; 
but any member may appeal from any decision of the Chair; and on such 
appeal, no member shall speak more than once without leave of the Cone 
vention. : 

XXV. The prescribed order of business shall not be departed from, nor 
shall any rule of order be suspended, unless by a vote of two-thirds of the 
members present; nor sball any be changed or rescinded without one day’s pree 
vious notice of a motion to that effect. 


XXVI,. The majority of a quorum shall always be required to elect any 
officer.

ARTICLE I. 
Provisions Applicable to Religious Corporations Generally. 


SECTION 1. SHorT TrTLeE.—This chapter shall be known as the 
religious corporations law. 

Src. 2. DEFINITIONS.—A religious corporation is a corporation 
created for religious purposes. 

An incorporated church is a religious corporation created to 
enable its members to meet for divine worship or other religious 
observances. 

An unincorporated church is a congregation, society, or other 
assemblage of persons who are accustomed to statedly meet for 
divine worship or other religious observances, without having been 
incorporated for that purpose. 

The term minister, includes a clergyman, ee rector, priest, 
rabbi, or other person having authority from, or in accordance 
with, the rules and regulations of the governing ecclesiastical body 
of the denomination or order, if any, to which the church belongs, 
or otherwise from the church, to preside over and direct the spir- 
itual affairs of the church. 

Sec. 8. FILInc AND RECORDING CERTIFICATES OF INCORPO- 
RATION OF RELIGIOUS CoRPORATIONS.—The certificate of incorpo- 
ration of a religious corporation shall be acknowledged or proved 
before an officer authorized to take the acknowledgment of proof 
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of deeds or conveyances of real estate, to be recorded in the county 
in which the principal office or place of worship of said corpora- 
tion is or is intended to be situated, and shall be filed and recorded 
in the office of the clerk of said county. If there is not, or is not 
intended to be, any such office or place of worship, the certificate 
shall be filed and recorded in the office of the secretary of state. 

(Thus amended by the laws of 1896, Chap. 336, Sec. 2.) 

Sec. 4. PRopeRTY OF UNINCORPORATED SocieTy TRANS- 
FERRED BY ITS INcoRPORATION.—All the temporalities and 
property of an unincorporated church, or of any unincorporated 
religious society, body, association or congregation, shall, on the 
incorporation thereof, become the temporalities and property of 
such corporation, whether such temporalities or property be given, 
granted or devised directly to such unincorporated church, society, 
body, association, or congregation, or to any other person for the 
use or benefit thereof. 

Sec. 5. GENERAL PowERS anD DutIzes or TRUSTEES OF RE- 
LIGIOUS CORPORATIONS.—The trustees of every religious corpora- 
tion shall have the custody and control of all the temporalities and 
property, real or personal, belonging to the corporation and of the 
revenues therefrom, and shall administer the same in accordance 
with the discipline, rules and usages of the corporation and of the 
ecclesiastical governing body, if any, to which the corporation is 
subject, and with the provisions of law relating thereto, for the 
support and maintenance of the corporation, or, providing the 
members of the corporation at a meeting thereof shall so authorize, 
of some religious, charitable, benevolent or educational object con- 
ducted by said corporation or in connection with it, or with the 
denomination, if any, with which if is connected ; and they shall 
not use such property or revenues for any other purpose or divert 
the same from such uses. By-laws may be adopted or amended, — 
by a two-thirds vote of the qualified voters present and voting at 
the meeting for incorporation or at any subsequent meeting, after 
written notice, embodying such by-laws or amendment, has been . 
openly given at a previous meeting, and also in the notices of the 
meeting at which such proposed by-laws or amendment is to be 
acted upon. By-laws thus adopted or amended shall control the 
action of the trustees. 

But this section does not give to the trustees of an incorporated 
church, any control over the calling, settlement, dismissal, or re- 
moval of its minister, or the fixing of his salary ; or any power to 
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fix or change the times, nature or order of the public or social 
worship of such church. .

Src. 6. ACQUISITION OF PROPERTY BY RELIGIOUS CORPORA- 
TIONS FOR BRANCH INSTITUTIONS; ESTABLISHMENT, MAINTE- 
NANCE AND MANAGEMENT T'HEREOF.—Any religious corporation 
may acquire property for associate houses, church buildings, 
chapels, mission houses, school houses for Sunday or parochial 
schools, or dispensaries of medicines for the poor, or property for 
the residence of its ministers, teachers or employees, or property 
for a home for the aged. ‘The persons attending public worship 
in any such associate house, mission house, church building, or 
chapel connected therewith, shall not, by reason thereof, have any 
rights as members of the parent corporation. ‘The persons statedly 
worshipping in any such house, mission house, church building or 
chapel, may, with the consent of the trustees of such corporation, 
become separately incorporated as a church, and the parent corpo- 
ration may, in pursuance of the provisions of law regulating the dis- 
position of real property by religious corporations, rent or convey 
to the new corporation, with or without consideration, any such 
associate house, church building, chapel, mission house, school 
house or dispensary and the lot connected therewith, subject to 
such regulations as the trustees of the parent corporation may make. 
Any religious corporation shall have power to establish, maintain 
and manage by its trustees or other officers as a part of its re- 
ligious purpose a home for the aged, and may take and hold by 
conveyance, donation, bequest, or devise real and personal property 
for such purpose, and may purchase and may erect suitable build- 
ings therefor. Any such corporation may take and hold in grant, 
donation, bequest, or devise of real or personal property, heretofore 
or hereafter made upon trust, apply the same, or the income thereof, 
under the direction of its trustees or other officers, for the purpose 
of establishing, maintaining, and managing such a home, and for 
the erection, preservation, repair, or extension of any building or 
buildings for such purpose. 

(Thus amended by laws of 1896, Chap. 525.) 

Suc. 7. ACQUISITION OF PROPERTY BY RELIGIOUS CORPORA- 
TIONS FOR CEMETERY PURPOSES; MANAGEMENT ‘T'HEREOF.—A 
religious corporation may take and hold, by purchase, grant, gift 
or devise, real property for the purposes of a cemetery ; or such lot 
or lots in any cemetery connected with it, as may be conveyed or 
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devised to it, with or without provisions limiting interments therein 
to particular persons or classes of persons ; and may take and hold 
any property granted, given, devised or bequeathed to it in trust 
to apply the same or the income or proceeds thereof, under the 
direction of the trustees of the corporation, for the improvement 
or embellishment of such cemetery or any lot therein, including 
the erection, repair, preservation or removal of tombs, monuments, 
gravestones, fences, railings or other erections, or the planting or 
cultivation of trees, shrubs, plants or flowers in or around any 
such cemetery or cemetery lots. é 

A religious corporation may erect upon any property held by it 
for cemetery purposes, a suitable building for religious services for 
the burial of the dead, or for the use of the keepers or other per- 
sons employed in connection therewith, and may sell and convey 
lots in such cemetery for burial purposes, subject to such conditions 
and restrictions as may be imposed by the instrument by which the 
same was acquired, or by the rules and regulations adopted by such 
corporation. Every such conveyance of a lot or plot for burial 
purposes, signed, sealed, and acknowledged in the same manner as 
a deed to be recorded, may be recorded in like manner and with 
like effect as a deed of real property. ) 

Sec. 8. RemovaL or HumAN REMAINS FROM ONE CEMETERY 
OF A RELIGIOUS CORPORATION TO ANOTHER CEMETERY OWNED BY 
Ir.—A religious corporation, notwithstanding the restrictions con- 
tained in any conveyance or devise to it, may remove the human 
remains buried in a cemetery owned by it, to another cemetery 
owned by it, if the trustees thereof so determine, and if either 
three-fourths of the members of such corporation, qualified to vote 
at its corporate meetings, sign and acknowledge and cause to be 
recorded in the office of the clerk of the county in which such 
cemetery or a part thereof is situated, a written consent thereto, 
or if three-fourths of the members cf such corporation qualified to 
vote, and present and voting, at a corporate meeting of such cor- 
poration, specially called for that purpose, shall approve thereof. 
But if such corporation be a church, previous notice of the object of 
such meeting shall be published for at least four successive weeks in 
a newspaper of the town, village, or city in which the cemetery from 
which the removal is proposed is situated, or if no newspaper is 
published therein, then in a newspaper designated by the county 
judge of such county. Such removal shall be made in an appro- 
priate manner, and in accordance with such directions as to the 
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manner thereof as may be given by the board of health of the town, 
village, or city in which the cemetery from which the removal is 
made is situated. All tombstones, monuments, or other erections 
at or upon any grave from which any remains are removed, shall 
be properly replaced or raised: at the grave where the remains are 
reinterred. | 

Seo. 9. ACQUISITION OF PROPERTY BY Two or More Retic- 
IoUS CORPORATIONS FOR A COMMON PaRSONAGE.—Two or more 
religious corporations may acquire such real property as may be 
necessary for use as a parsonage, and the right, title, and interest, 
of each corporation therein shall be in proportion to its con- 
tribution to the cost of such property. The trustees of each cor- 
poration shall, from time to time, appoint one of their number to 
be a trustee of such common parsonage property, to hold office 
during the pleasure of the appointing trustees or until his suc- 
cessor be appointed. ‘The trustees so appointed shall have the care 
and management of such property, and may make such improve- 
ments thereupon as they.deem necessary, and determine the pro- 
portion of the expense of the maintenance thereof which each cor- 
poration shall bear. If at any time either of such corporations 
acquires or desires to acquire for its own exclusive use as a par- 
sonage other real property, it may, In pursuance of the provisions 
of law, relating to the disposition of real property by religious cor- 
porations, sel] and convey its interest in such common parsonage 
property to any one or more of the other corporations having an 
interest therein. 

Sec. 10. CORRECTION AND CONFIRMATION OF CONVEYANCES 
TO RELIGIOUS CoRPORATIONS.—If, in a convevance of real prop- 
erty, or in any instrument intended to operate as such, heretofore 
or hereafter made to a religious corporation, its corporate name is 
not stated or is not correctly stated, but such conveyance or instru- 
ment indicates the intention of the grantor therein to convey such 
property to such corporation, and such corporation has entered 
into possession and occupation of such property, any officer of the 
corporation authorized so to do by its trustees may record in the 
office where such conveyance or instrument is recorded a statement, 
signed and acknowledged by him or proved, setting forth the date 
of such conveyance or instrument, the date of record, and the 
number and page of the book of record thereof, the name of the 
grantor, a description of the property conveyed or intended to be 
conveyed, the name of the grantee as expressed in such conyeyance 
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or instrument, the correct name of such corporation, the fact of 
authorization by the trustees of the corporation, to make and 
record such statement, and that the grantor in such conveyance or 
instrument intended thereby to convey such property to such cor- 
poration as the said officer verily believes, with the reason for such 
belief. Such statement so signed and acknowledged or proved 
shall be recorded with the records of deeds in such office, and 
indexed as a deed from the grantee as named in such instrument 
or in such conveyance to such corporation. ‘The register or clerk, 
as the case may be, shall note the recording of such statement on 
the margin of the record of such conveyance, and for his services 
shall be entitled to receive the fees allowed for recording deeds. 
Such statement so recorded shall be presumptive evidence that 
such matters therein stated are true, and that such corporation 
was the grantee in the original instrument or conveyance. All 
conveyances heretofore made, or by any instrument intended to be 
made, to a religious corporation of real property appropriated to 
the use of such corporation, or entitled to be so appropriated, are 
hereby confirmed and declared valid and effectual, notwithstanding 
any defect in the form of the conveyance or the description of the 
grantee therein, but this section shall not affect any suit or pro- 
ceeding pending on the thirty-first day of January, eighteen hun- 
dred and seventy-one. 

(Thus amended by laws of 1896, Chap. 336, Sec. 4.) 

SEC. 11. SALE, MortGaAcb and LEASE oF REAL PROPBSRTY 
oF RELIGIOUS CORPORATIONS.—A religious corporation shall not 
sell, or mortgage any of its real property without applying for and 
obtaining leave of the court therefor pursuant to the provisions of 
the code of civil procedure. The trustees of ah incorporated 
Protestant Episcopal Church shall not vote upon any resolution 
or proposition for the sale, mortgage or lease of its real property 
unless the rector of such church, if it then has a rector, shall be 
present, and shall not make application to the court for leave to 
sell or mortgage any of its real property without the consent of the 
bishop and standing committee of the diocese to which such church 
belongs ; but in case the see be vacant, or the bishop be absent or 
unable to act, the consent of the standing committee with their 
certificate of the vacancy of the see or of the absence or disability 
of the bishop shall suffice. 

The trustees of an incorporated Roman Catholic Church shall 
not make application to the court for leave to mortgage, lease or

sell, any of its real property without the consent of the archbishop 
or bishop of the diocese to which such church belongs, or in case 
of their absence or inability to act, without the consent of the 
vicar-general, or administrator of such diocese. 

The petition of the trustees of an incorporated Protestant Epis- 
copal Church or Roman Catholic Church shall, in addition to the 
matters required by the Code of Civil Procedure to be set forth 
therein, set forth that this section has also been complied with. 

But lots, plots, or burial permits in a cemetery owned by a 
religious corporation, may be sold without applying for or obtain- 
ing leave of the court. 

No cemetery lands of a religious corporation shall be mortgaged 
while used for cemetery purposes. 

(Thus amended by laws of 1900, Chap. 521.) 

SEC. 12. CONSOLIDATION OF INCORPORATED CHURCHES.—Two 
or more incorporated churches may enter into an agreement, under 
their respective corporate seals, for the consolidation of such cor- 
porations, setting forth the name of the proposed new corporation, 
the denomination, if any, to which it is to belong, and if the 
churches of such denomination have more than one method of 
choosing trustees, by which of such methods the trustees are to be 
chosen, the number of such trustees, the names of the persons to 
be the first trustees of the new corporation, and the date of its first 
annual corporate meeting. Such agreement shall not be valid 
unless approved by the governing body of the denomination, if 
any, to which each church belongs, having jurisdiction over such 
church. ach corporation shall thereupon make a separate peti- 
tion to the Supreme Court for an order consolidating the corpora- 
tion, setting forth the denomination, if any, to which the church 
belongs, that the consent of the governing body to tne consolida- 
tion, if any, of that denomination having jurisdiction over such 
church has been obtained, the agreement therefor, and a statement 
of all the property and liabilities and the amount and sources of 
the annual income of such petitioning corporation. In its discre- 
tion the court may direct that notice of the hearing of such peti- 
tion be given to the parties interested therein in such manner and 
for such time as it may prescribe. After hearing all the parties 
interested, present and desiring to be heard, the court may make 
an order for the consolidation of the corporations on the terms of 
such agreement and such other terms and conditions as it may pre- 
scribe, specifying the name of such new corporation and the first 
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trustees thereof, and the method by which their successors shall 
be chosen, and the date of its first annual corporate meeting. 
When such order is made and duly entered, the persons constitut- 
ing such corporations shall become an incorporated church by, 
and said petitioning churches shall become consolidated under, the 
name designated in the order, and the trustees therein named shall 
be the first trustees thereof, and the future trustees thereof shall be 
chosen by the method therein designated, and all the estate, rights, 
powers and property of whatsoever nature belonging to either cor- 
peration shall, without further act or deed be vested in and trans- 
ferred to the new corporation as effectually as they were vested in 
or belonged to the former corporations ; and the said new corpora- 
tion shall be hable for all the debts and liabilities of the former 
corporations in the same manner and as effectually as if said debts 
or liabilities had been contractea or incurred by the new corpora- 
tion. 

A certified copy of such order shall be recorded in the book for 
recording certificates of incorporation in each county clerk’s office 
in which the certificate of incorporation of each consolidating 
church was recorded ; or if no such certificate was so recorded, then 
in the clerk’s office of the county in which the principal place of 
worship or principal office of the new corporation is, or is intended 
to be, situated.

Src. 13. JUDICIAL INVESTIGATION OF AMOUNT OF PROPERTY 
OF RELIGIOUS CORPORATIONS.—The supreme court at a special 
term, held in the judicial district m which the principal place of 
worship or of holding corporate meetings of a religious corporation 
is situated, may require such corporation to make and file an inven- 
tory of its property, verified by its trustees or a majority of them, 
on the written application of the attorney-general, stating that, 
from his knowledge, or on information and belief, the value of the 
property held by such corporation exceeds the amount authorized 
by law. On presentation of such application, the court shall order 
that a notice of at least eight days, together with a copy of the 
application, be served upon the trustees of the corporation, requir- 
ing them to show cause at a time and place therein specified why 
they should not make and file such inventory and account. If, on 
the hearing of such application, no good cause is shown to the con- 
trary the court may make an order requiring such inventory or 
account to be filed, and may also proceed to take and state the 
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amount of property held by the.corporation, and may appoint a 
referee for that purpose; and when such account is taken and 
stated, after hearing all the parties appearing on the application, 
the court may enter an order determining the amount of property 
so held by the corporation and its annual income, from which order 
an appeal may be taken by any party aggrieved as from a judgment 
of the supreme court in an action tried therein before a court with- 
out a jury. No corporation shall be required to make and file 
more than one inventory and account in any one year, or to make 
a second account and inventory while proceedings are pending for 
the statement of an account under this section. 

Sec. 14. CORPORATIONS WITH GOVERNING AUTHORITY OVER 
CHuRCcHES.—An unincorporated diocesan convention, presbytery, 
classis, synod, annual conference, or other ecclesiastical governing 
body having jurisdiction over several churches, may at a stated 
meeting thereof, determine to become incorporated by a designated 
name, and may by a plurality vote, elect not less than three nor 
more than nine persons to be the first trustees of such corporation. 
The presiding officer and clerk of such governing body shall exe- 
cute and acknowledge a certificate stating that such proceedings 
were duly taken as herein provided, the name by which such cor- 
poration is to be known, and the names of such first trustees. On 
filmg such certificate the members of such governing body and 
their successors shall be a corporation by the name stated in the 
certificate, and the persons named as trustees therein shall be 
the first trustees thereof. 

The trustees of every incorporated governing body and their 
successors shall hold their offices during the pleasure of such body, 
which may remove them and fill vacancies in accordance with its 
rules and regulations. Such corporation may take, administer and 
dispose of property for the benefit of such governing body, or 
of any parish, congregation, society, church, mission, religious, 
benevolent, charitable or educational institution existing or acting 
under it. 

Sec. 15. Property oF Extinct CHURCHES.—Such incorpo- 
rated governing body may decide that a church, parish, or society 
in connection with it or over which it has ecclesiastical jurisdiction, 
has become extinct, if it has failed for two consecutive years next 
prior thereto to maintain religious services according to the dis- 
cipline, customs, and usages of such governing body, or has less 
than thirteen resident attending members paying annual pew rent, 
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or making annual contribution towards its support, and may take 
possession of the temporalities and property belonging to such 
church, parish, or religious society, and manage; or may, in pur- 
suance of the provisions of law relating to the disposition of real 
property by religious corporations, sell or dispose of the same, and 
apply the proceeds thereof to any of the purposes to which the 
property of such governing religious body is devoted, and it shall 
not divert such property to any other object. 

(The residue of this section refers specifically to other religious 
corporations than Protestant Episcopal Churches. )

Sec. 16. CORPORATIONS FOR ORGANIZING AND MAINTAINING. 
Mission CHURCHES AND SUNDAY ScHOoLS.—Ten or more mem- 
bers of two or more incorporated churches may become a cor- 
poration for the purpose of organizing and maintaining mission 
churches and Sunday Schools, and of acquiring property therefor, 
by executing a certificate stating the name of such corporation, the 
city in which its principal office or church or school is or is in- 
tended to be located, the number of trustees to manage its affairs, 
which shall be three, six, or nine, and the names of the trustees for 
the first year of its existence, which certificate shall be acknowl- 
edged or proved and filed, as hereinbefore provided. Whenever a 
mission church established by such corporation becomes self-sus- 
taining, such mission church may become incorporated, and shall 
be governed under the provisions of this act for the incorporation 
and government of a church of the religious denomination to which 
such mission church belongs, and thereon such parent corporation 
may convey to such incorporated church the property connected 
therewith.

Sec. 17. CORPORATIONS FOR ACQUIRING PARSONAGES FOR 
PRESIDING ELDERS AND CAMP-MEETING GROUNDS. 

(This section relates only to Methodist Episcopal Churches.) 

Sec. 18. APPLICATION OF THIS CHAPTER TO CHURCHES 
CREATED BY SpEcIAL Laws.—If a church be incorporated by 
special law, it and its trustees shall have, in addition to the powers 
conferred on it by such law, all the powers and privileges conferred 
on incorporated churches and the trustees thereof respectively by the 
provisions of this article, and also all the powers and privileges con- 
ferred by this chapter on churches of the same denomination or of 
the like character, and on the trustees thereof respectively. 
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SEC. 19. APPLICATION OF THIS CHAPTER TO CHURCHES INCOR- 
PORATED PRIOR TO JANUARY FiRST, EIGHTEEN HUNDRED AND 
TWENTY-EIGHT.—Any provision of this chapter shall not be deemed 
to apply to any church incorporated under any general or special 
law, prior to January first, eighteen hundred and twenty-eight, if 
such provision is inconsistent with or in derogation of any of the 
rights and privileges of such corporation as they existed under the 
law by or pursuant to which such corporation was formed, unless 
such corporation subsequent to such date, shall have lawfully re- 
incorporated under a law enacted since the first day of January, 
eighteen hundred and twenty-eight, or unless the trustees of such 
corporation shall, by resolution, determine that the provisions of 
this chapter applying to churches of the same denomination and to 
the trustees thereof shall apply to such church, and unless such 
resolution shall be submitted to the next ensuing annual meeting of 
such church, and ratified by a majority of the votes of the qualified 
voters present and voting thereon.

Such county clerk shall 
cause such certificate to be recorded in the book in which certifi- 
cates of incorporation of religious corporations are recorded in 
pursuance of law. .

Sec. 30. THe Merrine For INcoRPORATION.—Notice of a 
meeting for the purpose of incorporating an unincorporated Prot- 
estant Episcopal parish or congregation, and of electing the first 
church wardens and vestrymen thereof, shall specify the object, 
time and place of such meeting, and shall be made public for at. 
least two weeks prior to such meeting, either by open reading of 
such notice in time_of divine service, at the usual place of worship 
of such parish or congregation, or by posting the same conspicu- 
ously on the outer door of such place of worship. Only men of 
full age who have been regular attendants at the worship of such 
parish or congregation and contributors to the support thereof for 
one year next prior to such meeting, or since the establishment of 
such parish or congregation, shall be qualified to vote at such meet- 
ing. ‘The presence of at least six persons qualified to vote thereat 
shall be necessary to constitute a quorum of such meeting. The 
action of the meeting upon any matter or question shall be decided 
by a majority of the qualified voters voting thereon, a quorum 
being present. The officiating minister, or if there be none, or he 
shall be necessarily absent, any other person qualified to vote at 
the meeting, who is called to the chair, shall preside thereat. Such 
presiding officer shall receive the votes, be the judge of the quali- 
fications of voters and declare the result of the votes cast at such 
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meeting. The polls of the meeting shall remain open for one 
hour or longer in the discretion of the presiding officer, or if re- 
quired by a vote of a majority of the voters present. The meeting 
shall decide whether such unincorporated parish or congregation 
shall become incorporated. If such decision be in favor of incor- 
poration, such meeting shall decide upon the name of the proposed 
corporation ; what secular day of the week beginning with the first 
Sunday in Advent, shall be the date of the regular annual election ; 
whether the vestrymen thereof shall be three, six or nine; and 
shall elect by ballot from the persons qualified to be voters thereat, 
who have been baptized, one-third of the number of vestrymen so 
decided upon to hold office until the first annual election to be 
held thereafter, one-third of such number to ho!d office until one 
year after such annual election, and one-third of such number to 
hold office until two years after such annual election; and shall 
elect from such qualified voters who are communicants in the 
Protestant Episcopal Church, two persons to be church wardens 
thereof, one to hold office until such annual election, and one to 
hold office until one year after such annual election.

1. The fact of the calling and holding of such meeting ;

4, The day of the week commencing with the first Sunday in 
Advent upon which the annual election shall be held ; 

5. ‘The number of vestrymen decided upon at such. meeting ; 

6. The names of the vestrymen elected at such meeting and the 
term of office of each ;

On filing such certificate in the office of the clerk of the county 
so specified therein the churchwardens and vestrymen so elected 
and their successors in office, together with the rector, where there 
is one, shall form a vestry and shall be the trustees of such church 
or congregation; and they and their successors shall thereupon, by

virtue of this act, be a body corporate by the name or title expressed _ 
in such certificate, and shall have power, from time to time, to 
adopt by-laws for its governance.

meeting be held within three days after the election. To constitute 
a quorum of the vestry or board of trustees there must be present 
either : 

1. The rector, at least one of the churchwardens and a majority 
of the vestrymen ; or, 

2. The rector, both churchwardens and one less than a majority 
of the vestrymen ; or, 

3. If the rector be absent from the diocese and shall have been 
so absent for over four calendar months, or if the meeting be called 
by the rector and he be absent therefrom, or be incapable of acting, 
one churchwarden and a majority of the vestrymen, or both church- 
wardens and one less than a majority of the vestrymen. 

But if there be a rector of the parish, no measure shall be taken, 
in his absence, for effecting the sale or disposition of the real prop- 
erty of the corporation, nor for the sale or disposition of the capital 
or principal of the personal property of the corporation, nor shall 
any act be done which shall impair the rights of such rector. The 
presiding officer of the vestry or trustees shall be the rector, or if 
there be none, or he be absent, the churchwarden who shall be 
called to the chair by a majority of the votes, if both the church- 
wardens be present; or the churchwarden present, if but one be 
present. At each meeting of the vestry or trustees each member 
thereof shall be entitled to one vote. The vestry shall have power 
to fill a vacancy occurring in the office of a churchwarden or 
vestryman by death, resignation or otherwise than by expiration of 
term, until the next annual election at which, if such vacancy

would continue thereafter, it shall be filled for the remainder of 
the unexpired term. The vestry may, subject to the canons of the 
Protestant Episcopal Church in the United States, and of the 
diocese in which the parish or church is situated, by a majority 
vote, elect a rector to fill a vacancy occurring in the rectorship of 
the parish, and may fix the salary or compensation of the rector.

Sec. 338. ANNUAL ELECTIONS OF INCORPORATED PROTESTANT

designated in its certificate of incorporation. The annual election 
of an incorporated Protestant Episcopal parish or church hereto- 
fore incorporated, shall be held on the day fixed for such annual 
election, by or in pursuance of law, or if no such date be so fixed, 
then on the Monday next after the first Sunday in Advent. Notice 
of such annual election shall be read by the rector of the parish, or 
if there be none, or he be absent, by the officiating minister or by 
a churchwarden thereof, on each of the two Sundays next preced- 
ing such election, in the time of divine service, or if, for any rea- 
son, the usual place of worship of the parish be not open for divine 
service, the notice shall be posted conspicuously on the outer door 
of the place of worship for two weeks next preceding the election. 
Such notice shall specify the place, day and hour of holding the 
election, the name and term of office of each churchwarden and 
vestryman whose term of office shall then expire, or whose office 
shall then be vacant for any cause, and the office for which each 
such officer is to be then elected. The meeting for such annual 
election shall be held immediately after morning service. The 
presiding officer of such meeting shail be the rector thereof, if there 
be one, or if there be none, or he be absent, one of the churchwar- 
dens elected for the purpose by a majority of the duly qualified 
voters present, or if no churchwarden be present, a vestryman 
elected in like manner. Such presiding officer shall be the judge 
of the qualifications of the voters; shall receive the votes cast ; and 
shall declare the result of the votes cast at such election. The 
presiding officer of such meeting shall enter the proceedings of the 
meeting in the book of the minutes of the vestry, sign his name 
thereto, and offer the same to as many qualified voters present as he 
shall think fit, to be also signed by them. Only men of full age 
belonging to the parish, who have been regular attendants at its 
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worship and contributors to its support for at least twelve months 
prior to such election or since the establishment of such parish, . 
shall be qualified voters at any such election. ‘The action of the 
meeting upon any matter or question shall be decided by a major- 
ity of the qualified voters voting thereon. The polls of the election 
shall continue open for one hour, and jonger, in the discretion of 
the presiding officer, or, if required, by a vote of the majority of 
the qualified voters present and voting. ‘The churchwardens and 
vestrymen shall be elected by ballot from persons qualified to vote 
at such election, and no person shall be eligible for election as 
churchwarden, unless he be also a communicant in the Protestant 
Episcopal Church, nor be eligible for election as vestryman, unless 
he shall have been baptized. At each annual election of an incor- 
porated Protestant Episcopal parish hereafter incorporated, one 
churchwarden shall be elected to hold office for two years; and 
one-third of the total number of the vestrymen of the parish shall 
be elected to hold office for three years. At each annual election 
of an incorporated Protestant Episcopal parish or church hereto- 
fore incorporated two churchwardens and the total number of its 
vestrymen shall be elected to hold office for one year thereafter, 
unless the terms of office of but one churchwarden or of but one- 
third of its vestrymen shall then expire, in which case one church- 
warden shall be elected to hold office for two years, and one-third 
of the total number of its vestrymen shall be elected to hold office 
for three years. Each churchwarden and vestryman shall hold
